Elixirs that Kill 


Elixir, in ancient alchemy, was sup- 
posed to be a substance that would pro- 
long life indefinitely. In modern pharmacy 
it is a compound tincture. The newspapers 
have told recently of a tragic mistake, 
made in good faith, as a physician admin- 
istered to thirteen of his patients an elixir 
of sulfanilamide, believing it to be a pow- 
erful agent against infection. Six of the 
thirteen had died some weeks ago, and the 
physician was in day and night touch with 


the living seven. Later the firm that CONGR 


factured the elixir sent out telegramsBOOS 
calling all shipments as they learned that 
it had been the cause of more than twenty 
deaths, the total later reaching seventy-three. 
It is a tragic lesson in what can happen 
when that which is believed to bring health 
and life brings disease and death. If we 
are shocked by this mistake that killed 
physically and temporally, how much more 
should we fear any mistake that kills spir- 
itually and eternally. Yet people who call 
themselves spiritual physicians are busy to- 
day administering alleged spiritual elixirs 
of life which, instead, are deadly destroyers 
of spiritual and eternal life. Every false 
religion, every popular false cult of today, 
is an elixir that kills, The sincerity and 
good faith of those administering such 
elixirs do not protect the victims or pre- 
vent the killing. Christian Science, New 
Thought, Unity, Theosophy, Spiritism, these 
and all other religions that deny salvation 
for lost sinners by the shed blood and death 
of Christ, are doing their deadly work. 
Paul’s divinely inspired warning and verdict 
are needed today as never before: “There 
be some that trouble you, and would per- 
vert the gospel of Christ. But though we, 
or an angel from heaven, preach any other 
gospel unto you than that which we have 
preached unto you, let him be accursed” 
(Gal. 1:7, 8).

We do not always remember that it 
may be a duty to borrow. But how can 
this be, when God’s Word tells us, “Owe 
no man any thing, but to love one an- 
other”? (Rom. 13:8.) The verse con- 
tinues: “For he that loveth another hath 
fulfilled the law.” And the law of love 
may require that we borrow from the one 
we love because we love that one. Dr. A. 
J. Gordon shed light on the paradox of the 
duty and privilege of borrowing without 
owing when he said: “Repudiate the 
worldly maxim that we should ‘never bor- 
row trouble,’ and borrow all that comes 
within your reach. Borrow your neigh- 
bor’s poverty ; borrow your neighbor’s sick- 
ness; borrow your neighbor’s grief; borrow 
your neighbor’s trials; borrow your neigh- 
bor’s, anguish.” In the chapter just pre- 
ceding the injunction to “owe no man any 
thing” Paul brings out this duty of “bor- 
rowing trouble” as he writes: “Weep with 
them that weep.” To borrow our neigh- 
bor’s trouble in order to comfort is to 
make a loan that need never be repaid. 
. one another’s burdens, 
and so fulfill the law of Christ” (Gal. 6: 
2), we shall find that we also “owe no man 
any thing.” But we shall be owing our 
neighbor something that God wants us to 
pay when we fail to borrow his burden 
by bearing it with him.

The God of the Blackboard 


T IS a bit humiliating, to those of us 
| who are engaged in Christian work, to 

open the biography of an adventurer 
who lays no claim to being pious, and 
read his account of a Christian Conference, 
“erroneously called ‘The Voice of Youth.’ ” 
Let a brief quotation be cited: 


“In these classes they asked such ques- 
tions as: Do you believe in the Omnipo- 
tence of God?—or why not? And at 
the end of the day a professor from Amer- 
ica added up the score of each class on 
a blackboard. He wore shell-rimmed 
glasses, and was the picture of collegiate 
efficiency as he analyzed God this way — 
with a piece of chalk and a slide-rule: 

Class A. Belief in Omnipotence of God. 

Aye — I5. wee. 

“Now, gentlemen,’ ... A German pom 
gate jumped up. He was a baron, ex- 
officer, horribly disfigured and maimed in 
the war. 

“*Stop!’ he shouted. Then he banged 
his one fist against the rail of the seat 
before him as he tried to control his voice. 


You must not talk of 
God like this! This is blasphemy! No, 
no, I tell you! You must read the Bible 
—the words of Christ himself ...!’ He 
sank his face in his hands and shook there 
before us. Several of us afterwards, cyni- 
cal correspondents, confessed that we all 
had the same feelings as we watched that 
scene. We wanted to cry. And each of 
us had the same desire, to walk over and 
put an arm around that lonely man.” 


‘This is hideous! 


Latterly, a number of professedly Chris- 
tian organizations have been cursed with 
a modern scourge known as the blackboard 
fiend. He can reduce the Ten Command- 
ments to a common denominator, and work 
out the unsearchable mysteries of God by 
the binomial theorem. Give him a piece 
of chalk, a blackboard, and thirty feet 
square of bare floor to swagger over, and 
he can give you the essential mathematics 
of the Judgment of the Great White 
Throne. Awe and reverence vanish before 
him like the morning mist, presumption 
reigns supreme, and God and Christ come 
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down to the level of an algebraic equation. 
Nothing is too sacred for unsparing an- 
alysis. 

The sad thing about the travesty de- 
scribed above was that the demonstrator 
was not a product of darkest Africa, or 
even of some missionary territory in the 
Orient; he was a professor in an American 
theological seminary —a place where they 
are supposed to train preachers for the 
Christian ministry. One gasps at the 
thought of what may emerge from such 
an atmosphere and go forth to release its 
baneful effects upon the young. 

One of the hobbies of the blackboard 
jackanapes is that his class shall not “reach 
any conclusions,” lest the members over- 
ride the free thought of some one who 
may hold an opposite view. Everything 
must be left up in the air. Presumably, a 
gentle effort might be made to steer the 
discussion toward the truth, but if some 
one wants to believe a lie, that is his own 
prerogative, and no one must trespass upon 
his rights. And that is supposed to be 
pedagogy. 

The sublime effrontery of calling such a 
conference “The Voice of Youth” is also 
highly characteristic. Practically all the 
major leaguers in the chalk and eraser 
brigade hold a self-granted mandate to 
speak on behalf of youth. They know ex- 
actly what youth is saying and thinking. 
There is literally no limit to the assumed 
omniscience of Old Chalkfingers. A Chris- 
tian man broke in on a deliverance of one 
such, when he was in the middle of a 
panegyric on the psychiatrists, and dared 
to ask, “How would it do to tell them that 
Christ could help them in such problems?” 
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“They wouldn’t know what you meant. 
Modern youth would not understand,” an- 
swered the oracle, with an air of impa- 
tience at such am ignorant question, and 
with the assurance of one to whom had 
been given the right, and also the wisdom, 
to say the final word for everybody in 
the world under thirty. 

Why do not Christian institutions close 
the door in the faces of all such impostors? 
So we might well ask! On the contrary 
they surfeit them with invitations, sit at 
their ample feet, and give them an appar- 
ently respectful hearing. 

An old Sunday school teacher was the 
guest of honor a few weeks ago, at a 
function observing her ninetieth birthday. 
One of her “boys” has made an annual 
pilgrimage to see her for many years, but 
could not be present upon this occasion. 
He went back in retrospect, however, and 
thought long upon the indelible mark she 
left upon her class of boys. Quite un- 
aware, she knew more of boy psychology 
than some professors will ever learn. She 
had little theology to give them, but she 
had a warm smile of commendation for 
them as she listened to each in turn re- 
citing his “memory verses.” She knew 
nothing of “false and true tests,” but she 
had a sense of moral values to put the 
average blackboard performer to the blush 
—provided such a thing were possible. 
Her pedagogy (she didn’t know how to 
spell the word) was the kind that made 
Christian character, and that so enshrined 
the Saviour in youthful hearts that they 
loved him and remembered her. May her 
like be multiplied in the Sunday schools 
of today and tomorrow!

Tue SunpAy Scuoot Times has long 
boasted of the careful editing of this paper 
done by its readers, and recently this boast 
has had substantial confirmation. A few 
months ago (August 7, 1937) a California 
reader’s letter was published stating that 
she had always taken it for granted that 
Abraham’s father Terah had died before 
Abraham (or Abram) left Haran for the 
land of Canaan, but a fresh study of Gen- 
esis 12 and 12 had convinced her that 
Terah must have been “still living long 
after Abraham had reached the promised 
land.” The Editor’s comment on the let- 
ter expressed hearty agreement and gave 
detailed reasons, drawn apparently from 
statements in the Genesis chapters. 

Then the ever-watchful readers of THE 
Sunpay ScHoot Times, well-grounded in 
the Scriptures, began their renewed edit- 
ing of their paper! They went into it in 
earnest, determined that these columns 
should maintain their long-time purpose 
to be wholly true to the Scriptures; for 
the Editor, in expressing his agreement 
with the California reader, “nodded” badly 
in overlooking a vital New Testament pas- 
sage that lifts the question entirely out 
of the realm-of uncertainty or of interpre- 
tation. The Editor wants the Times Fam- 
ily to know how deeply he regrets this 
blunder, and how grateful he is for their 


prompt and kindly correction. His ab- 
sence in California during the summer de- 
layed immediate attention, and other edi- 
torial matters have crowded for attention 
during the weeks since then, but now he 
is glad to bring the subject prominently to 
the front and make the greatly needed 
correction. Many of the letters from 
readers throw important light on this ques- 
tion in addition to correcting the mistake, 
and some of these are given here. As 
showing the widespread watchfulness of 
the Times Family, it is interesting to note 
that no less than .sixty letters about this 
have been received, and from such repre- 
sentative and widely separated places as 
Arizona, British Columbia, British West 
Indies, California, China, England (North 
Devon, Kent, and Surrey), Florida, French 
Indo-China, Georgia, Illinois, Iowa, Ken- 
tucky, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, Ne- 
braska, New Jersey, New York, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Ohio, Oklahoma, 
Ontario, Oregon, Palestine, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, Vermont, West Virginia, 
Wisconsin, and Wyoming. THE SUNDAY 
ScHoot Times really seems to be read! 

It is interesting, by the way, that two 
of the great conservative commentaries on 
the Bible take opposite views of this ques- 
tion; Jazaieson, Fausset and Brown, com- 
menting on Acts 7:4, interpret even that 
passage as permitting the view that Terah 
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lived after Abram had gone to Canaan; 
Matthew Henry takes the opposite view. 

A few of the letters are rather sharp 
and severe, but most of them are kindly 
in their tone, tempering the wind to the 
shorn lamb. Thus a Michigan reader, 
after pointing out the Times’ mistake, 
adds :

There are blind people who see more 
than some of us who have our eyesight. 
A reader in Jaffa, Palestine, writes: 


Soon after my conversion I was intro- 
duced to THE Sunpay Scuoot Times, 
and. for years now I’ve enjoyed getting it.

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An encouraging story of an experience of a personal worker 


THE CHRISTIAN’S I. O. U. 
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66 AM debtor,” wrote the great apostle 
| to the Gentiles under the inspiration 
of the Holy Spirit and out of a heart 
throbbing with passionate love and devo- 
tion. 

“Go... pay thy debt,” said the prophet 
Elisha to the widow on whose behalf a 
miracle had just been wrought. 

And adown the years the: words come 
ringing in our ears: “I am debtor,” “Go 

. pay thy debt.” 

From the moment that the scales were 
taken from the blinded eyes of Saul of 
Tarsus and he was filled with the Holy 
Ghost he knew that he was under obliga- 
tion to share with others the blessing he 
had received, for had he not, from the 
lips of his Lord on the road to Damascus, 
heard His commission? “Rise, and stand 
upon thy feet: for I have appeared unto 
thee for this purpose, to make thee a min- 
ister and a witness” (Acts 26: 16). 

It was after long years of tried service 
that the apostle wrote to the Roman 
church, “I am debtor,” and went on to 
state that he was ready to discharge that 
debt to the utmost of his capacity, ex- 
plaining his reason: “For I am_ not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ: for it 
is the power of God unto salvation to every 
one that believeth’ (Rom. 1:16). 


Has the Early Vision Become Dim? 


The same truth holds good today, for 
“the gospel of Christ” is never out-of-date ; 
so to us the command comes, “Go... pay 
thy debt.” 

Many a one has started the Christian life 
recognizing that he or she is under obliga- 
tion to pass on the glorious message of 
salvation, but somehow the vision of early 
days has become dim and the sense of in- 
debtedness is merely dormant now. If is 
largely with a view to helping such of the 
Lord’s children that the “One by One” 
Band exists, reminding them that they are 
faced with an “I. O. U.” to those who do 
not know their Saviour, and helping them 
by the power of God to set about the dis- 
charging of the debt in a methodical man- 
ner, 

It was a privilege through the kindness 
of the Editors to have an article on this 
subject inserted in the issue of THE SuN- 
pay ScHoot Times for September 6, 1936, 
and it has been a joy to my husband and 
me to welcome a number of new “One by 
One” meinbers as the result. An allusion 
was made in that to the principles of the 
Band, and surely, as we study the Bible 
passages to which reference has been made 
above, we see that these principles run 
along Scriptural lines! 

The woman to whom the injunction was 
given, “Go . .. pay thy debt,” had faced 
the fact that she owed it and that she 
had not the wherewithal to meet it, and 
so she had gone to the prophet who rep- 
resented God to the people and had voiced 
her need. Although God performed the 
miracle, yet her part was: (1) to admit 


what she had in the house,—‘“a pot of 
oil”; (2) to prepare for God to work; 
and (3) to go behind the shut door; then, 
as she obeyed, the multiplication began, 
ability to meet the need was given, and 
her personal needs were met (2 Kings 4: 
1-7). The neighbors might laugh and make 
slighting remarks as they handed out ves- 
sel after vessel, but little she recked if only 
her obligation might be fulfilled. 

Again, think of the apostle Paul. Before 
he could discharge his debt, he needed the 
filling of the Holy Spirit, the quiet alone 
with his Lord in Arabia, and then the 
telling out of the Good News of “free 
grace and dying love?’ 

It is on a similar method that the “One 
by One” Band works. There must be a 
facing up to the debt, and then an inter- 
view with God’s Great Representative, the 
Lord Jesus Christ; the quiet time with 
him, when the miracle of the filling of 
the Holy Spirit takes place (it is hardly 
necessary to remind readers of THE SuN-

ment oil is a type of the Holy. Spirit) ; 
then there must be the going forth to pay 
the debt. 

That debt exists not only toward the 
unsaved, but also toward those who have 
at one time experienced the joy of salva- 
tion but who have lost it. All around us 
there are many such; and, in view of the 
need of revival to prepare the Church of 
God for the return of her Lord, our in- 
debtedness to them is tremendous. 

In the little “Throne of Grace” book, 
issued by the Band as an aid to intelligent, 
continual prayer, there is a page for the 
entry of the names of. these as well as 
pages for the names of those who do not 
know Christ. May I give an up-to-date 
example? 

Our Honorary Secretary for France, 
Miss Ruth Salwey, was in the habit of 
going fairly frequently to stay at a Chris- 
tian rest home in France. For some years 
she did not visit this home,—not from 
lack of interest, but because she felt no 
leading from God to go at the time, though 
she used to find it a good center for in- 
teresting friends in the “One by One” Band 
since the head of the home is herself an 
earnest “One by One” member. 


Not Discouraged by Coldness 


Something over a year ago, however, 
she felt it was*in the Lord’s plan for 
her to pay a return visit, and so she went 
for a fortnight’s stay. On the evening of 
her arrival she was introduced to a Swiss 
pastor’s wife who sat next to her at the 
table. To her surprise, when she tried 
to make conversation, she found her ad- 
vances. received with icy coldness and this 
kind of thing continued for most of her 
stay, in fact, it grew worse as the days 
went by. She, herself, is naturally of a 
very sociable disposition, and knew no rea- 
son why there should be what became 
almost an attitude of animosity, since if 
she met the lady when going about the 
house she could elicit hardly any response 
from her. 

Miss Salwey was grieved in spirit to find 
that other Christians who were staying in 
the home were criticizing this guest. She 
certainly did not seem at all like a pas- 
tor’s wife, apparently having no real inter- 
est in the things of God. For instance, one 
night there was a meeting for testimony 
after family prayers, but she deliberately 
walked out. This aroused a good deal of 
criticism and some of the other guests were 
inclined to talk a good deal about her, and 
to say how unlike a pastor’s wife she was. 
Miss Salwey felt that the criticism that 
was going on was un-Christlike and was 
creating an atmosphere in which it was 
unlikely that this soul would be helped. 
The Lord laid her strongly on her heart 
for prayer, and the more she prayed, the 
more concerned she became, as the one for 
whom intercession was being made became 
more icy toward her. She told a friend

who had come with her that she was 
praying for this lady and that she felt 
that the spirit of criticism about her in 
the home was a hindrance. 

The friend was not very encouraging at 
first. However, as they drew near to the 
time when their visit was to end, she said 
to Miss Salwey, “You ought to speak to 
her as well as pray for her.” Miss Salwey 
felt the same in a general way, but also 
realized that it was no good speaking 
until God’s time came, and that had not 
apparently arrived. Later, this friend tried 
to hurry her by telling her that she must 
‘do something quickly as there was hardly 
any time left. Still the immediate urge 
did not come. 

Then, one day the pastor’s wife seemed 
softened, and she brought down some photo- 
graphs of her children, and the Lord said 
to Miss Salwey, “Here is your opportu- 
nity.” She has a camera which is a “con- 
secrated” one, so she mentioned that she 
loved children, and asked if she might be 
allowed to reproduce the photograph with 
her camera. Permission was at once given, 
and an arrangement was made that the 
two who had formerly had so little inter- 
course should go down that afternoon to 
the sea and that the photograph should be 
taken. Most of the other folks who were 
staying in the house were off for a trip 
that afternoon, so God was evidently open- 
ing the way; but though his servant was 
praying and was in one sense longing for 
the opportunity, there was the fear of any 
approach being repulsed. How natural 
that is to some of us, isn’t it! Yet when 
it is really God’s time the soul will be 
ready for the word; it is only when we 
hurry off in our own strength and speak 
that harm is done. Sometimes, perhaps it 
has seemed at the time as if no effect has 
been produced, yet if God has himself 
given “a door of utterance,” we shall event- 
ually find that work has been done. 

In the afternoon the two who were now 
becoming friends met; at first they sat a 
little way apart, but after a while the pas- 
tor’s wife came nearer. This was some- 
what of a surprise to Miss Salwey, but they 
talked about the children, and all. the while 
there was running through her mind the 
query, “How am I going to get to the 
subject, and how will she take it?” But 
at the same time her heart was being up- 
lifted to God for his own guidance. Yet 
the opening came with startling suddenness 
when her companion said, “I suppose you 
all think I am very wicked, don’t you?” 

Immediately Miss Salwey realized that 
it was a very delicate question to answer 
and she looked to the Lord that she might 
give only the right response. Then, rather 
hesitatingly, she said, “I shouldn’t exactly 
put it like that, but I, for one, have been 
rather surprised at some things you have 
said and done.” 

“As, for instance?” was the reply. 

“Well,” Miss Salwey said, “take the other 
evening when we had that time of testi- 
mony, you walked out. Somehow we Icok 
up to a pastor’s wife and expect her to set 
us an example.” 

Then, with a rush, something of the ach- 
ing of that heart was told out. This lady 
said that she had come to the Lord years 
before, and had, in fact, begun to train as 
a missionary. Without going into the full 
details of the story, we may say that the 
way was blocked and she had married. 
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Her husband was also a decided Christian, 
but, rightly or wrongly, the feeling had 
come to her that they ought to have gone 
to the mission field and that she had been 
disobedient to the Lord. Instead of what 
some one has described as “keeping short 
scores with God,” feeling that something 
had come between her and Him she had 
gradually drifted. She was happy in the 
love of her husband and children, but deep 
down in her heart there was a longing that 
could not be stifled for the earlier fellow- 
ship with God. 

When she had come to stay at this home 
of rest she had heard people talking about 
this Miss Salwey who was coming and 
had inquired who she was. She was told 
that Miss Salwey was “La Secrétaire de 
l'Union ‘Un @ Un’” for France. When 
she inqvired as to what the “One by 
One” was, either through lack of tact 
or because her informant assumed that she 
was a keen Christian, the explanation given 
had left her with the impression that the 
visitor who was coming would at once, if 
I may put it rather colloquially, pounce 
upon her and begin to make inquiries as 
to her spiritual state. This was the cause 
of her reserve in the beginning. Then, 
she had become conscious of a_ spirit 
of antagonism against her in the house- 
hold. “Suddenly,” she told Miss Sal- 
wey, she “felt the atmosphere change.” 
That, Miss Salwey discovered later, was 
at the very time when the Lord had bur- 
dened her so on her behalf. 

There, on the sands that afternoon, they 
had a long spiritual talk. The next day, 
to quote Miss Salwey’s account: “She 
came saying that she had passed une nuit 
blanche (the way in which the French de- 
scribe a sleepless night), and then added 
joyously, ‘But after hours of agony of soul 
God gave me a fresh vision of Christ and 
his claims on my life; I surrendered to 
him and have laid my life at his feet.’ 

“Ever since then she has led a trans- 
formed life. The first step was to make 
restitution. She went to the Swiss girl 
who had come to this home with her and 
asked her to forgive her for having spoken 
so slightingly of spiritual things. She 
asked Miss Salwey to forgive her for her 
previous cold antagonism. She returned 
radiant to Switzerland, and her first act 
was to join the Hospital Visitors’ Band, 
and to every sick bed she. brought the 
message of a risen Christ. She started 
doing Gospel work with the Salvation 
Army, and brought a flame of revival into 
her husband’s parish—so much so that 
he, too, has been ‘set on fire,’ and both of 
them are recognized as ‘revivalists’ in the 
parish in which everything had been very 
quiet, although orthodox, before. 

“She has been the means of salvation and 
blessing to many souls, and in her last 
letter to Miss Salwey she wrote: 

“‘T am tired today, for I was up till 
2 A. M. pleading with A (a young Chris- 
tian worker) who alas! had backslidden 
and fallen into sin; but in the early hours 
of the morning he surrendered, and I shall 
never forget his joy or my own.’ And so,” 
Miss Salwey writes, “the story goes on, 
reminding one of the verse in Isaiah, ‘Ye 
shall be gathered one by one.’” 

To souls like these we are debtors, and 
the “I, O. U.” must be acknowledged. 
But there is a still greater one which is 
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inferred in the question, “How much owest 
thou unto my Lord?” 

In the light of our Lord’s near Advent 
let us face up to these solemn matters 
and gratefully and gladly respond: 

My Saviour! how shall I proclaim, 

ow pay the mighty debt I owe? 


Let all I have and all I am, 
Ceaseless, to all, Thy glory show.

An Oasis in a Desert

N this case the desert is the Province of 

Saskatchewan, and the oasis is the Word 
of God. 

For the past eight years God has more 
or less withheld the rainfall from this 
Province, and last year it very nearly 
reached famine proportions. Thousands of 
square miles produced absolutely nothing 
but Russian thistle. However, God. used 
this weed as manna to save the lives of 
thousands of head of stock last summer. , 

And while it is true that gloom and de- 
spair exist on every hand, Christians are 
still undaunted, knowing that God turns 
just such seeming calamities into blessings. 
It would appear that it was not his will 
that we have both a good harvest of wheat 
and of souls simultaneously ; so he withheld 
the former that we might have the latter. 

Since this drought period commenced, 
about ten Bible schools have started in this 
Province, and hundreds of young. people 
have been converted. Up to that time, what 
are now Bible school buildings were thriv- 
ing business places; but when God wanted 
them for his work, he emptied them by 
withholding the rain. And perhaps he per- 
mitted unemployment in order that stu- 
dents should be available. It would have 
been difficult to induce young people to 
leave lucrative positions to attend Bible 
school. 

The schools are held during the winter 
months, and in summer many of the stu- 
dents go out without money and without 
price to tell and retell the Glad Tidings in 
the outlying districts. Some schools charge 
as low as $35 for an entire six months’ 
course, which includes board, room, and 
tuition. The fee is kept low by donations 
of produce from interested Christians, low 
rental of vacant buildings, and by the 
teachers working gratis. 

For many years the Times has been a 
welcome guest in our home each week, and 
it is a joy to know that it is standing so 
solidly by the old faith in the face of the 
wave of Modernism that is sweeping the 
land. Every Sunday in our Sunday school 
we have an artist reproduce Dr. Pace’s 
cartoons in colors on a blackboard, and then 
have some one give a lecture bearing on 
the illustration. 

This is surely a time when Christians 
should be about their Father’s business. 
When people are face to face with such 
insuperable difficulties, and know not which 
way to turn, they are easily led either into 
Christianity or atheism. Please pray that 
we may be given the power and the zeal 
to direct this traffic, that is now headed for 
destruction, into the eternal safety zone. 
What a privilege, what a responsibility !

some light on these statistics from Genesis 
in the light of Acts 7: 4, which says: “Then 
came he out of the land of the Chaldeans, 
and dwelt in Charran: and from thence, 
when his father was dead, he removed him 
into this land, wherein ye now dwell.” This 
has been a problem to me for several years. 
All Scripture is given by inspiration, so I 
know there is a harmony here, though I 
do not see it. I will appreciate your com- 
ments on this. 


Another valued friend of THE SUNDAY 
ScHoot TimMEs and well known missionary, 
Martin A. Hopkins, of Tengshien, Shan- 
tung, China, writes a clear statement of 
Scriptural facts which many other readers 
had noticed and sent. In order to under- 
stand how the California reader and the 
Editor came to the wrong conclusion, here 
are the statements summarizing the seem- 
ing position of Genesis: 


“Terah lived seventy years, and begat 
Abram” (Gen. 11: 26). 


“Abram was seventy and five years old 
when he departed out of Haran” (Gen. 
12:4). 


“And the days of Terah were two hun- 
dred and five years: and Terah died in 
Haran” (Gen. 11: 32). 


Adding seventy, Terah’s age when 
Abram was born, and seventy-five, Abram’s 
age when he left Haran, we have one hun- 
dred and forty-five as Terah’s age when 
Abram left Haran. 


But if Terah did not die until he was two 
hundred and five, he must have lived on in 
Haran for sixty years after Abram left 
there. 


This seemingly reasonable and correct 
statement was entirely mistaken, as Mr. 
Hopkins and others show. Mr. Hopkins 
writes, in part: 


Acts 7:4 distinctly says: “And from 
thence, when his father was dead, God re- 
moved him into this land, wherein ye now 
dwell. “The Greek is even plainer, for 
literally translated it says: after his father 
died. 

This is a seeming inaccuracy in the Bible 
itself which all commentators recognize, 
and each deals with according to his own 
view of the inspiration of the Bible. It 
is a well known fact that in the Samaritan 
Pentateuch the discrepancy is corrected by 
changing 205 to 145 in Genesis I1: 32. 
But Philo, the great Jewish scholar of 
Alexandria, confirms Stephen’s statement. 
For us who accept the plenary inspiration 
and absolute accuracy of the Scriptures 
there must be a solution of the difficulty. 
The best solution I have seen is that offered 
by Walker in his commentary on Acts in 
The Indian Church Commentaries series. 
He says: 

“But we read: ‘Terah lived seventy years 
and begat Abram, Nahor, and Haran’ (Gen. 
11:26). If these words denote the order 
of birth, then Abraham was the oldest son, 
born when his father was seventy years old. 
Since seventy and seventy-five make 145 
only, there are then sixty years of Terah’s 
life left unaccounted for; and from this 
many have concluded that he still lived 
sixty years after the departure of his son 
from Haran to Canaan, a conclusion which 
is clearly at variance with our text. 


“It is possible, however, that Abraham 
was really the youngest son of Terah, 
though his name is placed first in the list 
because of the precedence of fame and 
honor, and that he was not born till Terah 
was 130 years of age or thereabouts. In 
this case the apparent difficulty would dis- 
appear. There are other instances of such 


an order of precedence in the Old Testa- 
ment. We may observe, also, that the 
statement of this verse is supported by 
Philo, the famous Jewish teacher of Alex- 
andria.”’ 

So, while we have no Scripture to sup- 
port us in saying that ‘‘Terah had to die 
before Abraham could leave Haran,” we 
certainly have Scripture proof that Terah 
did die before Abraham left Haran. So 
careful a scholar as Dr. Griffith Thomas, 
in the “Devotional Commentary on Gen- 
esis,” on this point says: “In leaving Ur 
and staying at Haran his obedience was 
only partial, whatever may have been the 
precise cause and explanation. Perhaps 
Terah lacked spiritual sympathy with Abra- 
ham, or else age and infirmity may have 
prevented his going further than Haran. 
In any case, Abraham did not obey fully 
until after his father’s death. Then came 
entire and prompt obedience in his depart- 
ure from Haran with all he possessed. It 
is evident that the stay in Haran was a 
protracted one (Gen. 12:5). How long, 
Scripture does not tell us. 


That the naming of Abram first when 
the three sons of Terah are given (Gen. 
11:26) does not necessarily mean that 
Abram was the oldest is brought out in 
several letters; thus a Kentucky reader 
writes: 


Genesis 11: 26 reads: “And Terah lived 
seventy years, and begat Abram, Nahor, 
and Haran.” They were not triplets. 
Abraham was mentioned first because he 
was the chosen of God to be the progenitor 
of the Messiah. “He is put first by way of 
dignity.”” Haran was the firstborn. It was 
he who was born when Terah was seventy. 
Terah was one hundred and thirty when 
Abraham was born. 


In Genesis 5: 32 we find this statement: 
“And Noah was five hundred years old: 
and Noah begat Shem, Ham, and Japheth.” 
When we turn to Genesis 10, it becomes 
evident that Japheth is the eldest and Shem 
the youngest. Shem was the chosen pro- 
genitor of the Messiah as Judah was later, 
and is thus given first mention. 


After all, maybe God did wait for Terah 
to die before he removed Abraham to Ca- 
naan. The unbelievers of the Israelites 
had to die before God could get them into 
Canaan. 


A valuable letter has come from Ed- 
ward J. Young, Instructor in Old Testa- 
ment at Westminster Theological Semi- 
nary, who has made a brilliant record as 
a young man in the field of his special 
studies. Mr. Young shows that the Greek 
oi the passage in Acts makes it plain that 
Abraham left Haran after his father was 
dead, and he graciously adds: “I realize 
that the omission of reference to these 
verses in Acts was a slip and certainly not 
intentional.” But he throws further light, 
from the Hebrew, on what is evidently a 
mistranslation of Genesis 12:1 in the 
Authorized Version, which reads, “Now 
the Lord had said unto Abram, get thee 
out of thy country,” etc. The Times had 
commented on this: “The tense of the 
verb, ‘had said,’ shows that this word had 
come from the Lord to Abram before the 
death of his father Terah.’ Mr. Young 
writes, giving the Hebrew for the verb 
translated “had said”: 


This word may be translated either, 
“and He said,” or, “and He had said.” 
The Revised Version translates it by the 
simple past tense. 
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It is a*question among scholars whether 
the call (Gen. 12: 1-3) was given to Abram 
in Haran or in Ur of the Chaldees. Verse 
4 of this chapter might imply that it was 
given in Haran, as might also a superficial 
comparison of the language of verse 1 with 
Genesis 24:4. But to my mind the de- 
cisive factor in the interpretation is Acts 
7:3, where the call is definitely said to 
have taken place in Mesopotamia before 
Abram dwelt in Haran. Also, I think that 
a careful study of the language of Genesis 
12:1 leads one to this conclusion. 

If such be the case, how shall our diffi- 
culty be solved? Perhaps the clue to the 
solution is to be found in Genesis 11: 26, 
where we read, “And Terah lived seventy 
years, and begat Abram, Nahor, and 
Haran.” Unless Abram, Nahor, and Haran 
were triplets, they probably were not all 
born it one year. Is it not possible that 
the force of the verse is simply that, after 
he was seventy years of age, Terah begat 
these three sons? Suppose that Abram 
were the youngest son, it is quite possible 
that sixty years or more might have passed 
before his birth; i. e., that Terah was one 
hundred and thirty years of age or more at 
his birth. 

I am not particularly zealous for such a 
solution, but, in the light of Stephen’s 
speech, it seems to me that we must either 
adopt some such solution or else admit that 
the problem is one which we with our lim- 
ited knowledge and wisdom cannot solve. 
Personally, I feel that the solution indi- 
cated is probably correct. 


A Minnesota reader makes the interest- 
ing comment: “It is a very common in- 
terpretation to make Terah the fleshly fie 
that bound Abram, and when this was 
loosened he was set free into the liberty 
that the Lord had ordained.” 

An Iowa reader draws a spiritual lesson 
from the historical record of Abram’s call: 


There is a wonderful lesson in this for 
us. God gave Abram four things to do, 
before he was to bless him. 


1. Get out of the country. 2. And from 
his kindred. 3. And from his father’s 
house. 4. Into the land. 


Allowing him twenty-five per cent on 
each count, he had only obeyed twenty- 
five per cent when he was _ seventy-five 
years old; then, when his father: died, that 
automatically put him as away from his 
father’s house; and when he landed in 
Canaan, that made it seventy-five per cent. 
But Lot went with him. And it was not 
till Abraham was ninety-nine years old 
that he made it one hundred per cent, when 
“Lot was separated from him” (Gen. 13% 
14). Then it was God’s turn, and within 
a year God had to work some miracles 
in order to keep his part of the contract. 


Another spiritual lesson is that the name 
Terah is believed by some commentators 
to have the meaning, “Delay.” Dr. Sco- 
field notes this, and gives as a subhead 
over Genesis I1: 31, 32 the caption: “In- 
complete obedience: the wasted years at 
Haran.” 

We are counseled to make stepping- 
stones of our mistakes, and THe SUNDAY 
Scuoot Times is grateful to its watchful 
readers for turning this mistake into a 
steppingstone.

Dear Mother Ruth: I listen to the Mother 
Ruth broadcasts whenever I have the oppor- 
tunity, and I like them very much.

Sometimes it is 
hard to know what to do; for instance, swim- 
ming. I love to swim, Mother Ruth, but the 
styles of bathing suits that are worn nowadays 
are anything but modest. What can a Chris- 
tian do if she wants to go swimming, and yet 
she does not want so much flesh to show?—C. 


Y DEAR GIRL: I am so glad you 

are striving to honor and glorify your 
Saviour. This swimming question is in- 
deed a serious one. How can the young 
folks of the day be satisfied to show them- 
selves almost naked to any and everybody! 
As I visit the seashore in the summertime, 
I feel sick to see the naked people, and I 
know God disapproves. 

What to tell you to do? Try to get a 
suit which will cover you the best you can. 
I know a girl who made herself one, and 
it was really very exceptional for these 
days, and marked her as a modest -young 
woman, and I know she enjoyed her swim- 
ming more than the others who were so 
scantily clad. The smiles of scorn she 
noticed did not cause her any discomfort 
because she knew she was doing the right 
thing. 

It makes a difference if you go to swim- 
ming pools where only girls are allowed. 
But if you go in where both sexes are 
bathing, either pool or ocean or lake, then 
I hope you will be sure to have a suit 
which covers most of the body. 

I know all the excuses which are made 
about the ease in swimming, when you have 
little covering, but I also note that those 
very people are the ones who sit on the 
beach or bank most of the time, and are in 
the water but a short time. 

Everything depends upon your desire to 
show yourself approved as a child of God. 
Have an eye single to his glory, and know 
there is nothing that escapes his notice, 
and remember that “whatsoever ye do, do 


all to the glory of God” (1 Cor. 10:31).

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Encouragements and warnings from all the world 
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Students.—The Third International 

Conference of Evangelical Students 
was held this year in Budapest, the two 
preceding having been in Oslo and Stock- 
holm respectively. It was called in Sep- 
tember on the invitation of the Hungarian 
Pro Christo movement, and brought to- 
gether 120 delegates, of whom 60 were 
Hungarians, the others from Australia, 
Canada, Great Britain, Germany, Rou- 
mania, and other lands. The theme of the 
conference was “The Lordship of Christ 
and Christian Discipleship.” Among the 
British delegates were Professor A. Ren- 
dle Short, Physiologist of the University 
of Bristol, and Professor D. M. Blair, of 
Glasgow University. There were earnest 
prayer sessions and evangelistic meetings 
among Hungarian students in a University 
Hall. 

The speakers gave clear presentation of 
evangelical truth. Thus the Rev. Freder- 
ick Wisl6ff of Norway spoke on Christ 
and Redemption, the meaning of the Cross, 
and the extent of God’s grace reaching 
down to us through the atoning work of 
Calvary. “With grace in his words he 
made the grace of God alive to our hearts.” 
Dr, Alanen of Finland spoke on Bible 
study; Professor Hallesby of Norway on 
Sanctification. “Genuine sanctification 
springs from grace: that is Christ for us; 
and genuine sanctification is constantly re- 
hewed by grace, that is, Christ im us. 
Furthermore, genuine sanctification is com- 
plete. It overcomes the flesh.” 

Students from Jugoslavia, Roumania, and 
Hungary reported on struggles against 
great odds, and a Hungarian speaker em- 
phasized the duty of witness. ‘We cannot 
conceal what is in our hearts: when a man 
has once met Christ he cannot remain 
silent.” 


"Tse True Gospel among European 


Preaching Christ to Israel.—The author 

of “Spires, Bells, and Dreams” is a Jew- 
ish writer, Gustave Lazlo. Speaking of a 
changing attitude of Jews toward Christ, 
he says: “In the hearts and minds of 
many men, ordinary men like myself, — 
traders, men of affairs,—the fact that 
Christ is the only leader who can take us 
anywhere worth going to is coming to new 
recognition.” 
' The first known convert of the New 
York Jewish Mission was murdered be- 
cause he had become a Christian. But 
nowadays the Mission is never confronted 
with violence. 

Frederick A. Aston, the present head of 
this Mission, says that the Nazi persecu- 
tion has filled Jewish hearts with misgiv- 
ings. They had heretofore supposed that 
with the extension of education the spirit 
of persecution would recede. But now they 
are suffering from the most highly culti- 
vated nation of modern times. Egypt, As- 
syria, Babylon, Rome, Spain, Germany, — 
the sequence is disturbing. Mr. Aston con- 
tinues : 


“It is relevant to ask for just what pur- 
pose the Jewish nation was ‘chosen’ of 
God. ‘I have often wondered that myself,’ 
one bright boy said to us. In our experi- 
ence only one or two have ever suggested 
that Israel was chosen to spread the knowl- 
edge of God among other nations. The 
idea seems utterly foreign to their think- 
ing. But when we tell them the Old Tes- 
tament teaches that clearly, and ask if it is 
logical to believe that an omnipotent God 
would be thwarted in his purpose, and 
further if it does not seem probable that 
the sufferings of Israel are a discipline to 
bring her back to that original divine mis- 
sion, we can see that a tremendous im- 
pression has been made. One element in 
the German situation is of great help to 
the missionary, the persecution of the 
Church along with the Jew. For centuries 
Jews have believed that Christians perse- 
cuted them for their rejection of Christ. 
The contemporary scene in Germany shows 





Eighty Years for God 
in England 








Dr. F. B. Meyer died in 1929 at 
the age of eighty-two.. One of the 
last of the many fine things in his 
life was the opening of the F. B. 
Meyer Home at Leytonstone for the 
care of unwanted children. ‘Since 
that day over 3,450 of these wronged 
little ones have been given the home 
they otherwise would not have had. 
Over 2,500 are today the joy of 
homes which would otherwise have 
been childless. After the Home- 
less Children’s Aid and Adoption 
Society had been working for some 
years, Dr. Meyer-wrote: “In the 
course of a long life I have seen and 
practiced many methods of allevi- 
ating sorrow and unraveling the 
skeins of human lives, but frankly 
I do not know any to be compared 
with this.” 











us sharply the distinction between the nomi- 
nal church organization and the body of 
true believers. Most Jews think of Chris- 
tian as non-Jew, and lay at the door of 
the Church the offenses of unconverted 
Gentiles.” 

Mr. Aston urges a more general minis- 
try to Jewish feilow citizens. “It is a good 
way to pick out names that are Jewish in 
the telephone book and to send them appro- 
priate literature.” 


‘The German Belief Movement is be- 
coming more and more antichristian. <A 
recent proclamation from Munich says: 


“The Christian teaching in all its funda- 
mentals must be destroyed in the coming 
winter. Therefore all to the fight! We 
shall be grateful for any help in rooting 
out this plague-boil. This Jesus is the 
enemy of everything German.” Der Durch- 
bruch is quoted: “The priests of the 
present cannot wash their hands in inno- 
cence (because of past victims of religious 
wars). He who bears the name of Chris- 
tian shares in all the churchly iniquities 
of the past. The churches deserve to be 
swept away by the revolutions of a new 
age.” Another article praises pagan laugh- 
ter: “The men in black coats and hats 
are born a century too late. Germany, land 
of the heathen, of light and brightness, joy 
and happiness, raise thyself up in thy di- 
vine endlessness! Cast away the last rem- 
nants of sadness and sorrow. Thy pagan 
laughter is health-giving.” 

One hears of blasphemous “German 
creeds” in public schools which the children 
must learn by heart: “I believe in Ger- 
many, God’s dear second Son, Lord of 
Himself, who was conceived under a north- 
ern heaven, born between Alps and sea, 
suffered from Papists and Mammonists, has 
been calumniated, beaten, and subjected to 
misery. After decades of poverty and mis- 
ery has again risen from national and polit- 
ical death, has ascended into the spiritual 
world of Eckhart, Bach, and Goethe, is 
sitting with the great brother of Nazareth - 
at the right hand of the Almighty,” etc. 

Even the National Bishop of Germany, 
Ludwig Miiller, says: “It is false to as- 
sume that God exists-in heaven. God and 
good are synonymous. Man bears the good 
in his heart. God is the desire for all good. 
The chief thing, then, is that man shows 
himself in life a good comrade. We have, 
too, a false idea of Christ. Not love and 
pity filled him, but an embittered hatred 
of the Jews. Foreign missions must be 
abandoned since Chinese, Jews, and the like 
retain, after their conversion, the essential 
character of their race.” 


A Parallel to Acts 10.—God brought 
Cornelius and Peter together by means of 
visions and direct address. China’s Mil- 
lions recounts a similar instance today. 
Miss Nowack of Kwoyang, Anhwei, men- 
tions the blasphemous words of a Chinese 
woman to her Christian husband. That 
very day she was stricken. A large growth 
formed which kept her from eating. For 
three months she lay in bed, finally becoming 
so weak from lack of nourishment that 
she could not even lift her head from the 
pillow. It was only a question of days 
before she would be gone. 

In a town one hundred and twenty miles 
from Fengchi there lived a Mr. Hsieh who 
had been healed of infantile paralysis 
through prayer. Just about this time the 
Lord appeared to him one night in a dream 
and told him to go to Fengchi and pray 
for a sick woman. Mr. Hsieh had never 
heard of Fengchi, but in the morning he 
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began to inquire and learned that this was 
one of the market towns near Kwoyang. 
He started out on foot, arriving at Feng- 
chi three days later. Upon further inquiry 
he found that there was a Christian in the 
place. When he saw Mr. Liu he said: 
“Do you have some one ill in your fam- 
ily? God has told me to come and pray 
for some one who is sick here in Fengchi.” 

Mr. Liu immediately took him to his 
wife, whereupon Mr. Hsieh kneeled down 
beside her bed-and prayed: “Lord, you 
have sent me here to pray for this woman. 
If she has sinned forgive her. I ask Thee 
to heal her in Jesus’ Name.” 

“Immediately,” Mrs. Liu -said, “I felt 
the growth begin to soften. And before 
long it had completely disappeared.” The 
next day she got up and di@ a full day’s 
work. Mr. Hsieh returned home, but the 
news of this wonderful healing was noised 
all over the village. 


Catholics and the Bible.—An article in 
Le Bulletin des Missions, by a Belgian 
Benedictine priest of Bruges, appeals for 
more extended use of the Bible in mis- 
sions. “When one observes the great at- 
traction. which the Hoty Book exerts on 
the Blacks and the astonishing ease with 
which they understand it, one asks if there 
are not immense resources which we ne- 
glect on the lame excuse that Bible circu- 
lation by Protestants lends itself to abuses.” 
Then he continues: 

“Scripture and the Eucharist are insep- 
arable. One is the indispensable comple- 
ment of the other. Both are Christ, for 
he is the life and the light. Tertullian 
speaks of two eucharists, that of the Bread 
and that of the Word... . Pére Mazo has 
told us that it is not unusual, after even 
fifty years of a (R. C.) mission, that it has 
not given its people a complete version of 
the New Testament in translation. We 
should return to the missionary methods 
of apostolic times, the first centuries of the 
Church. In those days evangelization with- 
out the Bible was inconceivable. One can- 
not but believe that this was one reason 
for its rapidity and permanence. Let us 
return to these methods. They will make 
our apostolate singularly fruitful.” 


A Mohammedan tribute to Christianity 
appears in The Moslem World which urges 
some kind of rapprochement between Mos- 
lems and Christians. “I can definitely say 
that Christianity is stronger than it has 
ever been in history. I am surprised at 
the number of people, both pagan and 
otherwise, who feel that at least Christian 
ethics constitute the only answer to the 
present world-chaos. 

“We Moslems have a secret feeling that 
the collapse of the present world order is 
the greatest verdict in favor of Christian- 
ity, for world civilization is still largely 
pagan. It is the pagan elements in your 


‘civilization that are working havoc. Where 


real Christianity has penetrated there has 
been steady progress. We are honest 
enough to recognize that. Never believe 
this nonsehse that fills one of our papers, 
condemning your religion. It is only a 
means to strengthen our group-conscious- 
ness by assuming a superiority complex. 
In a great many cases we are continually 
borrowing from you, — your thoughts, your 
method, your outlook.” 

The Moslem publication Light of Lahore, 
India, writes: ““Whenever we hear a con- 
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vert to Islam waxing eloquent on the 
brotherhood of Mohammedans we feel in- 
wardly ashamed at the hypocrisy. There 
is little love lost between any two sects of 
Islam. The Sunnis and Shiahs, the Wa- 
habis and Hanifis, the Quadianis and non- 
Quadianis, hate each other thoroughly.” 


The Liebenzell School for the Blind at 
Changsha, Hunan, has now fifty-eight 
pupils. Miss Garland of the China Inland 
Mission devised a_ system of syllables 
whereby, with an alphabet of but fifty-four 
signs for the initial and final parts of each 
word, all 400 syllables of the language can 
be expressed. This system has been adopted 
by all schools for the blind in China, 

“All around us heathenish noises are 
heard,” writes Miss Vasel, “but within our 
compound songs of praise are going up to 
the glories of our great God. Many of 
the industrious girls have written out and 
bound into bulky books some 400 hymns 
for their own hymn book. Clara can see 
a little and leads her fellow evangelist 
visiting Christians in the country, — not an 
easy task in view of rough roads and fierce 
watch dogs. When the Reds took Chang- 
sha some years ago they gave a public

in France 








The Keswick of French-speaking 
lands is Morges, Switzerland, where 
conventions have been held during 
the past thirty-one years. Dr. R. 
Saillens of Paris, who has been the 
leader all these years, is now in his 
eighties, yet in last summer’s con- 
ference he was able to address a 
gathering of one thousand with 
much of his old fire. On the last 
Sunday he arose and read in English 
the first verse of what is often called 
Samuel Rutherford’s hymn, 

The sands of time are sinking, 
The dawn of heaven breaks. 

Then he read through his recent 
French version of the entire hymn, 
printed copies of which were dis- 
tributed through the assembly. The 
hymn was sung with emotion by all. 
It was in the nature of a tender 
farewell, 











demonstration of Communism by looting 
the school. They took all bedding, clothes, 
wash basins, tooth brushes, all rice, oil, 
salt, coal, every kitchen utensil. To pro- 
vide light while looting, they lighted fires 
on the floor, feeding the flames with the 
precious books of our blind girls, treasures 
hard to replace. For five days the older 
girls, hidden in dark recesses for fear, were 
without food save one meal of flour.” 


A recent Moslem Number of The Mis- 
sionary Review of the World tells how the 
telephone was introduced into Riadh, the 
desert capital of Saouidi. The Moslem 
priests objected, so Ibn Saoud put it to a 
religious test. He suggested that a Mul- 
lah read the Koran into one end of the 
experimental telephone line and another lis- 
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ten at the other. “If the apparatus con- 
veyed the sacred words surely the thing 
was of Allah and lawful.” . .. Riadh has 
its telephones. 

To those who “do not believe in forcing 
religion down throats but do believe in 
medical missions,’ Dr, Paul Harrison 
writes: 

“T have never met a missionary who 
was foolish enough to suppose that a man 
could be forced into Christian faith or 
wicked enough to attempt it. And if any 
have illusions as to the redemptive capacity 
of Atebrin pills and Elastoplast bandages 
and Davis and Geck sutures, the medical 
missionary has none. Men _ with their 
hernias skillfully repaired stab their neigh- 
bors just as ferociously in the bazaar and 
marry their fourth wife, a baby of twelve, 
with just as animal a glitter in their eyes, 
as they did before.”

poverty of the poor. 


Mr. Laubach is engaged in a mass move- 
ment for teaching the illiterate of Mos- 
lem lands. It is a kindly, useful work, 
and may open the way for evangelism. But 
it is not evangelism, nor will it without 
evangelism bring the rebirth of souls. 
Teaching reading will in itself no more 
regenerate than curing hernia. 


The late President Masaryk is the sub- 
ject of an interesting note in The Watch- 
man-Examiner by the Czech Baptist, Mr. 
Novotny. The Bible was the only thing 
on the table next to President Masaryk’s 
bed. The New Testament he always car- 
ried with him. When he ran for the 
Austrian parliament, before the war,, he 
always opened this New Testament at the 
beginning of his political speech, read a 
portion before the audience, and expounded 
it. Only then would he proceed to politi- 
cal themes. He often said that he could 
not begin or finish a day without reading 
his Bible and praying. The first word he 
uttered as President of the new Czecho- 
slovak republic was, “I believe in God.” 

Mr. Novotny’s father was a pioneer Bap- 
tist minister of the old days and was often 
arrested for preaching Christ. Once the 
Commissioner of Prague threatened to com- 
mit him to an insane asylum which met 
the counter-threat that he would preach 
even there! Persecution finally culmin- 
ated in attempts by Catholics to baptize a 
Protestant child. Mr. Novotny went to 
Professor Masaryk who took the matter up 
in parliament, declaring that he would make 
an international scandal of it if it were 
persisted in. That helped. “At his own 
expense he protected and helped my father 
numberless times as he went about with 
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the heavy tasks of a Baptist pastor in an 
oppressed country.” 


Hospital Needs.—That fervent medical 
missionary of the Northern Presbyterian 
Board, Dr. William H. Chisholm of 
Korea (who can be addressed at THE 
SunpAy ScuHoot Times), needs further 
hospital equipment for his work,—an 
X-ray outfit and an isolation building. 
His present isolation quarters of three 
rooms without bath or other facilities are 
desperately inadequate. “At times we have 
as many as four children with diphtheria 
in one of these small rooms, some with 
intubation tubes in their throats to enable 
them to breathe, together with a member 
from each family to care for them. Is it 
a wonder that many die from pneumonia?” 

An opportunity for large gifts! 

Then “we need help to take care of the 
hospital poor. In lands without the Bible 
there is no regard for, nor provision made 
for taking care of, the needy. The words 
of Isaiah 58:7 come often to my mind: 
‘Is it not to deal thy bread to the hungry, 
and that thou bring the poor that are cast 
out to thy house?’ ” 

Here is a chance for smaller gifts! 

And as time goes on there will be more 
help from the field itself. An account of 
hospital day at the Medical College for 
Women at Vellore, India, describes the 
co-operation that the Hindu public are giv- 
ing. Old patients and friends canvassed 
the villages and nearly every shopkeeper 
gave money or foodstuffs. On the day 
itself people on foot came loaded with cof- 
fee, brown sugar, fruits, vegetables, 
chickens, ducks, turkeys, pigeons, eggs, 
soap, cloth for bandages, frocks for babies. 
Old patients from Madras and other cities 
sent in money. A money order for twenty 
rupees came from a_teacher,—half a 
month’s salary. She had been a patient. 
She also sent a beautiful framed picture 
of Christ for one of the wards. The serv- 
ants in the hospital, breaking through caste 
divisions, sent a united gift, a sack of rice. 

A leper who had walked miles brought 
a handful of grain for the hospital, and 
asked to be allowed to sing a song in praise 
of Jesus Christ and what the hospital was 
doing for the lepers. 


Things Russian.—Stalin has confiscated 
the bequest of 9,000 rubles that his mother 
made to her parish church. The priest 
was arrested for taking it. The old mother’s 
body was burned without religious cere- 
mony and her request to have a cross put 
over her grave unheeded. 

J. Frank Norris, Editor of The Funda- 
mentalist, was refused passport to Russia 
this last summer. But if he had gone 
from Union Theological Seminary, New 
York! 

Mr. Neprash, of the Russian Missionary 
Relief Service, has been holding Bible ccen- 
ferences among Russian Christian workers 
in Poland. Of a group of ninety leaders 
twenty-four had suffered severely from beat- 
ing, burning of property, imprisonment. 
Thus Brother M. had been a choir leader 
in the State Church and was soundly con- 


verted. Practically the whole choir came 
to Christ through his testimony and his 
Christian life. This enraged the priest. 
First came mocking, when the brother was 
forced to walk the streets with a Bible 
hanging on a rope. from his neck. Then 
followed imprisonment. Finally a gendarme 
beat him until the rifle broke on his back. 
His spine was injured for life. He was at 
the conference directing the whole congre- 
gation in praising the Lord. 

Intourist, Inc., is the Soviet agency in 
New York for enticing American tourists 
to Russia. This year is the twentieth an- 
niversary of the establishment of the Soviet 
State, and a special theater festival was 
staged in Moscow in commemoration. 
Among other items these are interesting: 

“The State Jewish Theatre will present 
Goldfaden’s ‘Shulamite’ based on a Biblical 
theme (!), and having as a musical back- 
ground a score of Jewish national songs. 

“The Children’s Performance ‘at the Mos- 
cow Pioneer Palace, is highly indicative 
of the artistic training and the loving care 
accorded to children in the Soviet Union.” 

The neglect of armies of children, who 
have become depraved and degenerate, has 
all along been a feature of life in the cities 
of Soviet Russia. 

The Russian Godless Union has offered 
prizes of 25,000 rubles, 15,000, and 10,000 
respectively, for the best atheistic song. It 
must be wholly impregnated with the athe- 
ist fighting spirit, easy to learn, and easy 
to translate into- other languages. 

The Soviet government has forbidden all 
mention of the Oxford Conference for 
Church Unity in the Russian press. An 
international campaign will be organized 
against all ecclesiastics present, and espe- 
cially against the Anglican Church and its 
head, the Archbishop of Canterbury. Pro- 
posals are also being made to establish 
“cells” of “the without God” in colored 
communities. “Missionaries should be ridi- 
culed and their converts boycotted. The 
watchword should be ‘Christ does not fill 
the stomach but Marxism does.’” 


Evangelistic Notes.—The Christian Mis- 
sion to Chsirchless Communities, of which 
Homer S. Morgan, 153 Institute Place, 
Chicago, is director, mentions the work of 
John Devine among Roman Catholics. Mr. 
Devine, himself a former Catholic, tells of 
a visit to a Romanist dying of cancer. The 
air of the sick room was insufferable. “I 
told him that he had not long to live, that 
he should let the Lord Jesus save him be- 
fore it was too late.” Then and there he 
made his decision. “His wife stood by the 
foot of the bed listening, and when I said 
to her, ‘Won’t you let Jesus come into your 
heart?’ she answered, ‘I will,’ and knelt 
down and yielded her life to him. After 
her husband’s death she asked me to preach 
the funeral sermon. Over seventy were 
crowded ints the village funeral parlor, 
nearly all Romanists, and did God speak 


‘to their hearts as I explained Acts 4: 12, 


‘Neither is there salvation in any other’! 
My wife and I then sang, ‘There will be 
no disaprointment in Heaven,’ and when 
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the invitation was given to accept the Lord 
Jesus, hands went up all over the place.” 

Charles L. Harris is an engineer on the 
Delaware and Hudson Railroad who, 
though son of godly parentage, lived for 
years a wild life. Then he was converted 
in a Billy Sunday meeting. He is lay 
preacher as well as locomotive engineer. 
He holds an evangelistic meeting for thirty 
minutes and then picks up his lunch box 
and hurries to take his place in the D. and 
H. locomotive which he’ pilots between 
Wilkes-Barre and Oneonta, N. Y. “The 
main purpose of my public ministry is to 
persuade unsaved people of all nationalities, 
by the word of God and by my own per- 
sonal experience, to believe and accept the 
Lord Jesus Christ.” 


Brief Notes.—K. Miyazaki, former sec- 
retary of the National Christian Council of 
Japan, is reported as saying: “I believe 
in a very exact sense that Japan has been 
chosen as the Kingdom of God, that Am- 
monmina Kanushino-ka and the God of 
Christ are, under different names, one and 
the same person. If Jesus, who went as 
a pilgrim each year to the Temple at Je- 
rusalem, had lived in Japan he would have 
made his annual pilgrimage to the great 
sanctuary of Ise, as to the residence of his 
heavenly Father.” ... There is a strong 
movement in English Methodism toward 
the administration of the Lord’s Supper by 
laymen. This would be a corrective to 
sacerdotal tendencies which have made 
themselves felt in English Methodism, a 
bad legacy of Dr. Orchard’s pre-Roman 
activities. . . . The Lutherans of Bohemia 
are appointing song pastors whose work is 
to encourage choral singing along with 
Bible study. This is a scattered church, and 
it is found that one of the most powerful 
ways of binding them together and keep- 
ing alive their Christian faith is the sing- 
ing of Christian hymns, known to all. It is 
also an effective way of teaching Catholics, 
who are increasingly coming into the Evan- 
gelical Church, and of creating in them an 
evangelical mentality. . . . Andre Gide, 
French economist with Communist sym- 
pathies, has visited Russia. He says: 
“Everything in Russia seems designed for 
the destruction of personality. Could one 
think of that as ‘progress’? I cannot be- 
lieve it. There must be only one opinion 
concerning all things between Heaven and 
earth. Every morning Pravda [Moscow 
Bolshevist newspaper] preaches what men 
may think and must believe.” . . . Walter 
Drake, evangelizing in Buenos Aires, has 
the co-operation of a young man, Fer- 
nando Vangioni, who has provided him- 
self at his own expense with a Gospel 
car costing $2,250. It has four loud- 
speakers, and can connect with a micro- 
phone in any hall so that both inside and 
outside the Gospel can be preached at the 
same time. ‘He is a good speaker, a godly 
lad, and is being used both in the salvation 
of souls and in blessing God’s people.”

Approach to the Lesson * 


HE miracles wrought by our Lord 
differ greatly from the wonders gen- 
erally ascribed to the founders and 
holy men of the great pagan religious sys- 
tems. He never performed a sign simply to 
astonish credulous people, or to thwart the 
will of his enemies. Behind all the works 
of power was human need and his own 
gracious compassion for suffering and 
troubled humanity. The cursing of the fig 
tree is the only seeming exception that 
proves the rule. It was an acted parable 
designed to illustrate Israel’s sad condition 
and her deep need. Jesus never stooped 
to anything approaching legerdemain or 
magical incantation. He did not desire to 
be known as a wonder-worker. He “went 
about doing good, and healing all that were 
oppressed of the devil” (Acts 10: 38), and 
in this way manifesting his Messianic mis- 
sion. It had been predicted of old that 
in his days the dumb would sing, the blind 
see, the lame leap as an hart, and the poor 
be satisfied with bread (Isa. 35:5, 6; Psa. 
142° 15): 
The very fact that disease was so preva- 
lent in Israel was proof of the people’s 
departure from God (Exod. 15:26). Each 


cance and the healing of each case illus- 
trates Christ’s power over sin in all its 
forms, whether direct Satanic control 
(Mark 1: 24-26), the burning fever of sin 
as typified by the illness of Peter’s wife’s 
mother, the dreadful uncleanness of it as 
pictured by leprosy, or its. helplessness as 
illustrated by the case of the palsied man 
(Mark 2:1-12). No matter in what form 
our sin may manifest itself, the great 
Physician can give complete deliverance. 


The Historical Setting 


The healing of Peter’s mother-in-law 
occurred at the close of the same day in 
which Christ delivered the demoniac in 
the synagogue. For the Lord Jesus it was 
a busy day of teaching and healing. The 
other events narrated in chapter 1 followed 
in quick succession within the next few 
weeks. 


Verse by Verse 


Mark 1: 29.—“‘The house of Simon and 
Andrew.” Bethsaida, Simon’s home town, 
is just a short distance from Capernaum 
into which city Simon Peter seems to have 
moved, There the Lord went probably for 
rest after his day of ministry only to find 
a fresh occasion for service awaiting him. 

Verse 30.—“Simon’s wife’s mother.” 
Peter was already a married man when 
called to follow Jesus. The mother of his 


a fever, she tossed in distress until Jesus 
came. What a picture of the restless sin- 
ner burning up with fiery passions and evil 
desires, from which none but Christ can 
deliver ! 


Verse 31.—“He took her by the 
hand.” There was healing in his touch, 
and today, though unseen, that hand of his 
can touch the fevered soul and bring fest 
and peace. Note this grateful woman’s 
response to the Lord’s goodness. Served 
by him, she in turn served him and his dis- 
ciples. 

Verse 32.—“4t even.” His work was 
not yet done. All day he had toiled, and, 
when night fell, those who had witnessed 
or learned of his healing power brought 
a host of other needy ones as suppliants 
for his life-giving mercy. 

Verse 33.—“All the city.” It was a com- 
paratively small city, but doubtless hun- 
dreds were gathered about Simon’s door 
that night, 

Verse 34.—“He healed many.” No mat- 
ter what the form of disease, he was able 
to give immediate deliverance. Demons, 
too, fled from their victims at his word, 
but he refused their testimony even though 
they recognized him as the Son of God. 

Verse 35.—Prayer in a solitary place. 
Think of the holy Son and perfect Servant 


_of God seeking a quiet retreat for com- 








_ 


munion with his Father. What a testi- 
mony to the reality of his humanity, as 


well as to the importance of the prayer 
life. 


Verses 36 and 37.—“Followed after him. 
... All men seek for thee.” The energetic 
disciples seemed to value active service 
more than prayer. They disturbed the 
Saviour’s period of quiet devotion by the 
call to show himself to the multitudes. 


Verses 38 and 39.—“Into the next towns.” 
Jesus had given his message to the peo- 
ple of Capernaum for the time being and 
so pressed on to other places to proclaim 
the Kingdom. How significant the expres- 
sion, “the next towns?” It is thus the Word 
of God is to be carried from place to place 
throughout the whole world. All Galilee 
was evangelized on this preaching tour. 


Verse 40.—A suppliant leper. Now our 
attention is called to another miracle of 
healing. An unclean leper casts himself 
at Jesus’ feet crying, “If thou wilt, thou 
canst make me clean.” It was real faith, 
and Jesus recognized it as such. 


Verses 41 and 42—The compassion of 
Jesus. Behind his works of power was a 
tender, loving heart that entered deeply 
into human needs and sorrows. Compas- 
sionately he said, “I will; be thou clean,” 
and at his healing touch the work was done. 


Verses 43 and 44.—‘“Say nothing ... 
but go... to the priest.” Of old, God 
had made provision for a cleansed leper 
to be received again into the congregation 
of the Lord after the priest pronounced 
him clean. Had any such event ever taken 
place? We have no such record. Jesus 
sent the cleansed leper to give this testi- 
mony that the priesthood might know that 
God had visited his people. 


Verse 45.—He published it abroad. The 
excited and grateful man who had been 
so marvelously healed forgot or ignored 
the Lord’s injunction and went everywhere 
blazing abroad the matter, until the peo- 
ple were so stirred that they thronged 
Jesus wherever he appeared, so that any 
privacy in the cities was impossible and 
he went out into the open country. Even 
there they came from all parts to see and 
hear one who could do such remarkable 
things. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Jesus is today the healing Christ. But 
he is far more concerned with giving spir- 
itual health to sin-sick souls than healing 
people of fevers or cleansing leprous sores. 
These were of old the signs of his Mes- 
siahship. Now he is exalted to God’s right 
hand as a Prince and a Saviour. All, no 
matter what their spiritual ailments, may 
find deliverance through faith in him. 


“The worst of all diseases 
Is light compared with sin; 
On every part it seizes, 
But rages most within. 
’Tis dropsy, palsy, fever 
And madness, all combined, 
And none but a believer 
The least relief can find.”

The Subject of Prayer is one that has 
exercised many who say: “If God is in- 
finitely wise and perfect in love, why 
should I pray? Is it not better just to 
leave all in his hands who makes no mis- 
takes, and never presume to dictate to or 
to ask of him who will surely do what 
is best for me?” This sounds like faith, 
but is both ignorance and presumption, for 
in the spiritual economy God has himself 
ordained prayer as a means of receiving 
blessing. He commands us to pray. He 
bids us bring all things to him in earnest 
supplication. He tells us to intercede one 
for another. He has chosen to give in 
answer to prayer what he will not give 
apart from preyer. He says, “Ye have 
not, because ye ask not” (Jas. 4:2). He 
chooses to deal with us in this way in 
order that we may see the importance of 
communion with him in prayer, and also 
that we may definitely realize we have 
to do with the living God. Our Lord’s 
prayer life is 2a example for us. 


Zeal Often Outruns Knowledge. The 
cleansed leper ‘vould have glorified God 
more if, after thanking the Saviour for 
his healing, he had implicitly obeyed the 
command of Jesus. But in his zeal to make 
known the blessing he had received, he 
aroused the multitude to excitement over 
the miraculous power of Christ, when what 
was uppermost in his mind was to bring 
them to a sense of their need. It is com- 
mendable when zeal is directed by the 
Word. Zeal is like the steam in the boiler 
of the locomotive. The Word is like the 
steel rails upor which the train is to pro- 
ceed. 
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Practical and Personal Applications 


If, like Peter’s mother-in-law, we are 
being consumed with the feverishness of 
sin, the touch of Jesus alone can quiet the 
spirit and cool the anxious heart. Have 
we known this touch? 


Do we who trust in Christ spend time 
with-God in solitude for the refreshment 
of our spirits, and in order to get his mind 
about our ways? 

For us, too, there are the “next towns,” 
the near-by places where we are respon- 
sible to carry the Good News that has 
meant so much to us. 

Sin is a very filthy and intensely un- 
clean thing. Leprosy is a gruesome dis- 
ease, but not half so horrible as sin in 
the sight of God. 

Have we been to the feet of Jesus, as 
suppliants seeking his favor? 

There is healing in his Word as well as 
in his touch. Have we believed that word 


which alone gives assurance of cleansing? 
(1 John 1:7.)

Our Hands.—He came and took her by 
the hand (Mark 1:31). Your hand is 
you. One of the great portrait painters 
says the hand shows the man as much as 
the face, and refuses to paint a portrait 
without the hand. The lover takes his 
sweetheart by the hand. 

The invention of moving pictures has 
developed a class of men and women who 
can make their hands silently talk in con- 
nection with their elocution. Oh, these 
wonderful hands of ours! All because they 
are made after the pattern of God’s great 
hands, as we see in Genesis 1: 26. Christ’s 
hand took the old lady’s and she was up 
and nimble and spry, a new woman. So 
will any woman be when she lets Christ’s 
hand take hers and make her his. 

There is not a tramp in the slums nor 
a streetwalker on the Avenue but had they 
an eye to see would behold the softest and 
most loving hand in all the universe reach- 
ing out ready to take their own weak 
hands and raise them Heavenward. 

Mark seems to like to put down these 
loving hand touches of Jesus. You may 
like to find some of them besides this pres- 
ent one, as follows: 8: 23; 9:27; 10: 16. 

As to thee, fair maid, whether débutante, 
bachelor-girl, or spinster, when the right 
fellow comes along and he has to see Dad 
about it, he will probably say in a jerky, 
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hesitant voice, “Mr. Pater Familias, I — 
came to, ask—eh—for your daughter’s 
hand.” He does not ask for the girl. He 
only asks for the hand of her. However, 
the whole girl goes with the single hand. 

When we speak of an upright man- we 
say, “He has clean hands.” I guess you 
will get the idea I am trying to convey, 
which is this: Our hand is so much our- 
self that while we have one hand on the 
affairs of this world we should have the 
other hand Up Yonder in the hand of our 
Lord for support and guidance. 

Indeed, He has said, “No man is able to 
pluck them out of my Father’s hand.” 


The Lepers.—There came a leper to him 
(v. 40). There was no other place on 
earth to which the poor fellow could go 
for pity, sympathy, or cure. It is the same 
today with those of us who are contam- 
inated with the foul and incurable touch 
of sin (Acts 4:12). It was this same 
Jesus who pitied the woman and gave her 
his sympathy and said the sweet words, 
“Neither do I condemn thee: go, and sin 
no more” (John 8:11).

One of the famous missionaries helping 
the lepers is Sam Higginbottom in India. 
Sam is the fellow I told you about who 
improved the condition of his lepers by 
teaching them up-to-date farming methods. 

Here is one of Sam’s yarns I heard him 
use in New York before a great gathering 
of folks interested in missions. There had 
been a dinner at the Hotel Astor followed 
by several speakers. The audience (it was 
late) was looking at their watches. Sam 
leaned over to me and said, 

“Ridgway, do you think it would be out 
of the way if I threw in some humor?” 

“Well, if you don’t, Sam, you are sunk. 
Your audience is all in. Look at ’em.” 

Here is one of the several fairy stories 
with which he had them wide awake and 
“India, as you 
know, is a dry land, depending upon irriga- 
tion for its crops. So in order to get a 
potato crop in a section where there are 
no irrigation canals we resorted to the plan 
of planting, alternately, a row of potatoes 
and a row of onions. The onions got into 
the potatoes’ eyes, —” 

And then, having refreshed his audience 
with his wit, Sam told us of his wonderful 
work with the lepers. 


“The Operation.”—He went out, and 
began to publish it much, . . . insomuch 
that Jesus could no more openly enter into 
the city (v. 45). This leper was the 
average man, and so could not go and do 
just what he was told to do. Keep his 
mouth shut. The hardest thing in the 
world for most people to do is to obey. 
The first thing a lawyer says to his client 
is apt to be, “Don’t talk.” 

Human. nature being just what it is, he 
would be a superman, who, having been 
cured of a hopeless and unpleasant disease 
like leprosy, could keep quiet about it. 

This warning of the Master has always 
puzzled me. So I asked Matthew Henry 
about it. Here is what he says: “What 
to think of the leper’s publishing it, and 
blazing it abroad, I know not. ... The 
leper ought to have observed his orders; 
yet, no doubt, it was with a good design 
that he proclaimed the cure.” 

There is a strong urge to tell when any- 
thing extra good happens to us, especially 
in the matter of our health, Naaman (2 
Kings 5:3, 14). : 

Some years ago one of the joke-smiths’ 
favorites was “the operation.” I sat for 
over an hour in our Y. M. C. A. here at 
Coatesville one night laughing my head off 
and my side sore at Will Rogers, in per- 
son, as he told us about his “operation.” 
He compared his operation with the opera- 
tions of some of his friends, and invited 
those in the audience of 2,000 who had had 
operations to come up after the lecture 
and they would go over them together! 

It is this urge that brings the down-and- 
never-outer to his feet in the testimony 
meeting at the rescue mission or Salvation 
Army barracks. He is talking about his 
“operation,” at the Mourners’ Bench. He 
feels the cure of the leprosy of sin which 
had been sapping his manhood and keeping 
him in the gutter. Maybe most of us 
would be a little noisy, too, if lifted from 
the same depths.

the Lord Jesus’ manner of life; how he 
spent a Sabbath day and a Monday morn- 
ing before day. 

You know, fellows, a lot of Christian 
people seem to have the idea that if they 
go to church on Sunday morning, they can 
come away and forget all about it and 


. spend the rest of the day in self-indulgence 


of some kind. That is a good way to make 
your worship profitless. You go to church 
Sunday morning to get God’s truth; to 
get inspiration for living. I am reading 
a little book that says: “Never allow a 
truth of God that is brought home to your 
soul to pass without acting on it, not neces- 
sarily physically, but in will. Record it 
with ink or with blood. The feeblest saint 
who transacts business with Jesus Christ 
is emancipated the second he acts; all the 
almighty power of God is on his behalf.” 

I know some growing young Christians, 
who, after attending morning worship on 
Sunday, go home, get their dinner, and 
are right out to’work in a mission during 
the afternoon. There they teach or take 
other responsible parts in the service. That 
is the way they appropriate and assimilate 
the Bread of Life which they get in the 
morning, and the result is that they are 
growing every day in grace and in Chris- 
tian character. This practice also enhantes 
their enjoyment of the morning worship. 
I know some other young Christians who 
spend Sunday afternoon sleeping, or loung- 
ing near the radio, or making social calls. 
That’s no crime, but it is a good way to 
cheat themselves of the priceless privilege 
of growing spiritually. It also causes that 
Sunday morning worship service often to 
be a bore to them. They go only from 
a sense of duty and not because they en- 
joy it. When a fellow does not enjoy his 
normal food it is a pretty good sign that 
his body is sick; he is anaemic. He needs 
red blood and he can only get it through 
proper exercise. It is the same in the 
spiritual life, which is far the more im- 
portant because that is the life that is to 
be eternal. 

Watch the Lord Jesus in action, fellows, 
and you will learn how properly to ap- 
praise the value of these youthful days, 
which can never come again.

My Class of Girls

How the.Lesson is Taught This Week 

Goal.—To show the girls what they may 
do to bring help and encouragement to the 
sick. 

Activity.—Bring to class a fever ther- 
mometer, bandages, a first aid kit, a bar of 
soap, or similar equipment used in caring 
for the sick. List the suggestions for help- 
ing the sick as the girls present them. 


Memory Verse.—‘‘Now when the sun was 
setting, all they that had am) sick with 
divers diseases brought them unto him; 
and he laid his hands on every one of them, 
and healed them” (Luke 4: 40). 











IRLS, have any of you ever been so 

very sick that you had to have a doc- 
tor, or go to a hospital? If not, you may 
have known some one else who has been 
healed of disease. What are some of the 
things a doctor does for his patients? 
(Display equipment mentioned above, and 
ask the girls to discuss its use.) 

How did the people care for the sick 
when the Lord Jesus was here on earth? 
Many of the physicians were slaves who 
attended members of the wealthy class. 
There were no sanitary hospitals, comfort- 
able beds, first aid material, nutrition spe- 
cialists, or health campaigns and poor peo- 
ple could not even secure the small amount 
of assistance that was available. Into this 
situation came the Saviour with his healing 
touch. Do you remember the cure he per- 
formed in last week’s lesson? : 

What happened when the Lord went 
home with Peter? (Read Mark 1: 29-31.) 
Let us, in imagination, look at the event 
as Peter’s wife might have recalled it. She 
and her mother were left at home while 
the men of the household went to the syna- 
gogue with their new friend, Jesus. The 
mother may have felt ill before the men 
left, but during the morning “was taken 
with a great fever” (Luke 4: 38). Peter’s 
wife was frantic. There was so little she 
could do and she could not leave to sum- 
mon help. Everything else was forgotten 
while she tried to make her mother as 
comfortable as possible on her mattress bed 
in the platform section of the one-roomed 
house. The two small windows, high on 
the wall, gave little light and air. Why 
didn’t Peter come home? Peter’s wife did 
not know that one who was just now 
cleansing the spirit of a man in the syna- 
gogue, would come into her home, and be- 
fore the day was over, he would not only 
restore her mother to health, but all her 
invalid neighbors as well. 

At last she heard voices and she ran 
to tell her husband of the mother’s con- 
dition. Peter, somehow, did not get ex- 
cited. He had witnessed a miracle that 
morning and was still dazed by the wonder 
of it. He quietly turned to the Master 
and told him about the illness. The Lord 
Jesus had no doctor’s degree; he carried 
no first aid material; but he had “power 
. .. to cure diseases” (Luke 9:1). Notice 
the three things that took place in verse 
31. 1. Christ touched the sick woman. 
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2. The fever left her. 3. She ministered 
unto them. She was not only healed, but 
she immediately became useful? What do 
you suppose Peter’s wife did while her 
mother cooked fish and little barley cakes 
for dinner? Perhaps she ran to tell the 
neighbors the wonderful news, for it was 
that evening in her home that all who 
came to the Saviour were cured by his 
healing touch. Let us repeat the Mem- 
ory Verse. 

In this lesson we have another story of 
a healing, but between the two we are 
told how the Lord prepared himself for 
more service. In verse 35 we find the 
foundation of his power. 1. He started 
early. 2. He was alone in a quiet place. 
3. He prayed. 

Soon the disciples found the Lord and 
called him away to active duties. Peter’s 
wife must have been glad to send her hus- 
band with the Master who had saved the 
life of her mother. Perhaps she even hoped 
that some day Peter might be able to help 
the suffering, too. Always, in her home, 
a welcome was ready for the Lord and his 
disciples, and for anyone else whom she 
could help. 

Our next story is about a man who was 
cleansed from leprosy. (Read vs. 40-45.) 
Perhaps he had suffered for years. His 
skin may have been eaten away, and his 
features reduced to mere openings on a 
skeleton-like face. He could find no em- 
ployment, no old-age pension, no aid from 
the welfare department, and— what was 
even worse —no friends. He did not blame 
people for shunning him. He had seen 
others like himself, with parts of their body 
worn away by this loathsome affliction, and 
when he had stooped over the blue waters 
of the Lake of Galilee, he had seen his 
own reflection and had shrunk back in 
agony. Forlorn and neglected, he spent 
his days wandering throughout the Judean 
villages. 

At last he heard of one who had power 
to heal all who came to him, and _ this 
leper believed that he, too, could be 
cleansed. By the time he found the Lord 
his faith had grown so strong that he said 
with assurance, “Thou canst make me 
clean.” 

What took place during this healing? 
1. Jesus touched him. 2. The leprosy de- 
parted. 3. After obeying the Jewish law 
for lepers (Lev. 14), the man witnessed 
for his Redeemer. 

Girls, what can you do to help the sick? 
(The class may tell how they can bring 
comfort and chéer to the sick by their own 
services or by supporting community ef- 
forts. Have them make a list of careers 
by which girls may help the sick, such as: 
the school nurse, the missionary nurse, the 
welfare worker, the dietician. Some of the 
girls might make a study of these careers. 
Mention the value to every one of lessons 
in first aid.) 

How many of you know of some sick 
person you could visit today? Let us bow 
our heads as we pray for these friends you 
have mentioned and ask the Lord to use 
us to carry a blessing from him as we try 
to help. 

Next week we shall learn what the Lord 
Jesus did that surprised the people even 
more than his ministry to the sick. Learn 
Mark 2: rob.

Moody and Moorehouse 
on John 3:16 


L. MOODY had been recounting 

e the events that centered in the meet- 

ings that had been held in his Chicago 

church, when Harry Moorehouse from Ire- 

land ‘preached night after night on the 

great love verse, John 3:16. Said Mr, 
Moody: 

“A man that has no one to love him, no 
mother, no wife, no children, no brother, 
no sister, belongs to the class that com- 
mits suicide. I tell you there is one thing 
draws above everything else in this world, 
and that is love. 

“I used to preach that God was behind 
the sinner with a double-edged sword ready 
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to hew him down. I have got done with 
that. I preach now that God is behind 
him with love, and he is running away from 
the God of Love. 

“It’s pretty hard to get a crowd out in 
Chicago on a Monday night, but the people 
came. They brought their Bibles, and 
Moorehouse began, ‘Beloved friends, if you 
will turn to...’ and from Genesis to 
Revelation he showed that God loved us. 
Well, I thought that he struck a high note 
and it was sweet to my soul to hear it. 
He just beat that truth down into my 
heart, and I have never doubted it since.

love our King know just where that will 
lead them. 

It is not easy to direct the children of 
today, for everywhere they are taught the 
principles of freedom, and that they may 
do as they choose, without any repression. 
The godly parent who is seeking the finest 
and best for the child is placed in a false 
light, and the mother must work against 
forces that are almost overwhelming. But 
God’s Word tells us we must have obedi- 
ence, and it has come to the place where 
more “bended-knee work” (in prayer) 
must be done; that parents shall be wise 
and loving, and yet be able to say what 
shall be done, and then see that their word 
shall be accepted and obeyed. 

The nudity of the day is of the enemy! 
Swimming is a wonderful recreation, and 
children should be allowed the joy of the 
health-giving exercise, but they may have 
to learn under adverse circumstances, if 
it is to be done in a pure, clean way. If 
children have learned to be obedient, it 
will be easier to have them follow the 
rules of the household. Your child and 
mine will be just as fine as they have been 
obedient! Remember that the only begot- 
ten Son iearned obedience! (Heb. 5:8.) 
Have a standard of purity for your chil- 
dren, and do not change from it for any 
style or pattern of the Adversary. Set an 
example for your neighborhood, that they 
may see the fruits of Christianity. 

No, you are not wrong in feeling hor- 
rified, but you will err very sadly if you 
give in to the decisions of others when 
it has all been so plainly given to you. 
Purity and modesty are virtues, and you 
are responsible for living up to the light 
given you, and for setting an example to 
others who are not heeding the light on 
this question of nudity. It is getting to be 
a common thing to see girls and boys walk- 
ing in our streets and riding in their autos 
almost nude. There is very little farther 
they can go, except to join the nudist 
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colony. And we are children of the King! 
Let us teach our children their heritage, 
and their high calling, and that they belong 
to God Almighty. Sunday school teaching 
is not sufficient today, for so many teachers 
are untrue to their responsibility. The 
home is the place for the finest and most 
watchful teaching, even though it brings 
the scorn of the children of Satan. Mother, 
let us be true to our children, so that the 
grandchildren of the next generation shall 
not see our offspring walking the streets 
and roads nude! Read Luke 17: 26— “As 
it was in the days of Noe, so shall it be 
also in the days of the Son of man.”

Teacher Training Questions

Some years ago we tried the Six Point Rec- 
ord System, but the teachers complained that 
the laborious keeping of records interfered with 
their teaching of the lesson. Can this be rem- 
edied?—R. A. J. 

ES. In the new simplified system (The 

Scripture Press, 800 N. Clark St, 
Chicago) the records are kept by the offi- 
cers of the Sunday school rather than the 
teachers, thus enabling the teachers to give 
their full time to the teaching of the lesson. 
Under the new plan the department rather 
than the class assumes the responsibility 
of caring for the records, the teacher’s only 
obligation being to report to the depart- 
ment secretary the names of pupils who 
have not prepared their lesson. 





Why is there not a record kept of the individ- 
ual teacher, in the Six Point Record System? 
—V. E. C. 

HILE the pupil is amenable to the 

teacher for his work and conduct, 
the teacher, on the other hand, is respon- 
sible to the director of religious education 
or superintendent. For this reason all de- 
partment superintendents are expected to 
keep a careful record not only of the at- 
tendance and punctuality of their teachers, 
but also of such matters as their presence 
at department conferences and their fidelity 
to that portion of the Six Point Record 
System that calls for their attention. 





What is the best plan for scheduling the 
Preliminary Training Course in a community 
class?—N. M. C. 


HERE several churches in a locality 

contemplate a community class for 
teacher training, it will be-difficult to find 
more than one, or perhaps two evenings 
a week that a large group can attend, and 
so probably it would not be wise to attempt 
anything more than a weekly class. As 
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the lesson arrangement of teaching material 
and teaching methods is the same, Unit I 
and Unit IV can be scheduled the same 
evening. Thus an annual three-months’ 
session would enable the entire course to 
be completed in three years. Semi-weekly 
classes could finish the work in one-half 
this time, while a six-months’ term of 
weekly classes would require only two 
years. Weekly and semi-weekly classes 
are to be preferred, not only because it 
is difficult for the average student to find 
time to prepare for more classes, but be- 
cause most of the schools of the Evangelical 
Teacher Training Association operate their 
evening program on this schedule. 





I have been approved to teach both Bible 
and Child Study. Would it be possible for me 
to give instruction in both subjects to the same 
group in one evening?—I. H. 


E WOULD not recommend it. 

Few teachers are capable of success- 
fully holding the attention of a class for 
one hour and a half. A second teacher for 
Bible or Child Study will make a much 
more efficient school. 





I have only eight in my teacher training 
class. Could I do better work with a larger 
class ?—H. E. G. 


OU would do a larger but not a better 

work. While numbers provide enthu- 
siasm, they frequently prevent the indi- 
vidual attention and response that is only 
possible with small classes, 





A Congressman’s View of 
Teacher Training 


HE Hon. N. M. Mason of Illinois, 

before his election as a representative 
in Congress, served for years as superin- 
tendent of schools and supervisor of teacher 
training in public schools. He is also 
superintendent of the Union Sunday School 
of Oglesby, Ill., and in that capacity he 
has opportunity to evaluate the Prelim- 
inary Course of the Evangelical Teacher 
Training Association, which many of his 
teachers have completed. His testimony 
as to the importance of teacher training is 
interesting. 

“Can the value of teacher training be 
measured? If so, what are the yardsticks 
that may be used to measure the results 
of such training? These are pertinent 
questions, and as superintendent of the 
Oglesby Union Sunday School I have been 
given the task of answering them. Inas- 
much as my life has been spent in super- 
vising the work of trained teachers in the 
public schools, and in view of the fact that 
I have had an opportunity to observe the 
work of our own Sunday school teachers 
‘before and after’ training, I believe I can 
give definite answers to these questions. 

“The value of a teacher training course 
can be measured. Not, however, by any 
dollars-and-cents measuring stick, the com- 
mercial standard; but rather by the amount 
of pupil interest secured, attendance stimu- 
lated, effective teaching done, young lives 
influenced, proper ideals established, and 
consecrated service given. Judged by these 
yardsticks the teachers of our Oglesby 
Union Sunday School have made great 
progress as teachers as a result of the work 
they have completed. The improvement in 
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teaching that has taken place in our class- 
rooms, as measured by each one of these 
six accepted standards, since the teacher 
training course was given by the Rev. Har- 
old E. Garner, is little short of miraculous. 
A better grasp of subject matter, an im- 
proved technique in teaching, a clearer un- 
derstanding of objectives, and a real conse- 
cration to the work of teaching are the 
outward evidences of an inward regeneration 
that has taken place. The results of this 
teacher regeneration are bound to be re- 
flected in the lives of the pupils that come 
under their influence, in the number of 
young people who will be established as 
Christian workers, and in the spiritual up- 
lift that can be expected in Oglesby. Truly, 
‘Ye shall know them by their fruits,’ ”

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their local synagogues. Then, after the 
Lord’s death, his disciples began to gather 
together on the first day of the week in 
the homes of believers, to read the Scrip- 
tures, pray, and sing. From this practice 
have come our Christian churches of to- 
day, as believers have sought to obey the 
instructions set down for us in the Epis- 
tles, not to forsake “the assembling of 
ourselves together, as the manner of some 
is; but exhorting’ one another; and so 
much the more, as ye see the day ap- 
proaching” (Heb. 10: 25).

And it should not be difficult for us to 
see the wisdom in this plan for Christian 


“churches that God has evidently ordained 


and blessed. How many believers, do 
you suppose, would receive consistent and 
regular instruction in the Christian life 
if it were not for the church, or for some 
gathering of Christians that follows the 
same general plan of the church? It is 
here that Christians learn to pray as they 
hear other Christians pray audibly. It is 
the church and the Sunday school, in 
these days at least, that afford the great- 
est opportunity for instruction in the Bible 
and in Christian principles. Many chil- 
dren and young people hear the Bible read 
and explained nowhere else.

It is the church that offers young peo- 
ple, and older ones, of course, opportu- 
nities for Christian service, — teaching in 
the Sunday school, singing, soul-winning, 
and for other forms of Christian exer- 
cise that are vital if we are not to become 
stagnant Christians.

In the church, one may find comfort 
and stimulation that are so helpful in the 
Christian walk. It is true that God can 
do for us what others can never do, and 
he is not limited to the church. Never- 
theless, he often uses other Christians to 
bring us the stimulation and comfort and 
help that we need. Neglecting the church 
means that we are neglecting one of his 
chosen channels through which such help 
may come, 
$e 
Among other Christians, a Christian 
young person will find his safest and best 
companionship. We do our best and are 
happiest in ihe companionship of others. 
The church gives us this opportunity of 
associating and working with other young 
people, who are thinking similar thoughts 
and traveling the Same way. Perhaps 
some of us have felt the enervating pull of 
unbelieving companions, and the tempta- 
tions to which we needlessly expose our- 
selves in their company.

Only in the church can we obey our 
Lord’s command, “This do in remem- 
brance of me” (Luke 22:19), which he 
spoke in connection with the Lord’s Sup- 
per. Few of us can obey directly that 
other important command, “Go ye, there- 
fore, and teach all nations” (Matt. 28: 
19). It is possible for few of us to gé to 
the uttermost parts to carry the good 
news of the Gospel. But through the 
church we may “go,” by our prayer sup- 
port and the financial help we may be 
able to give to those who are free to go. 


Another need for the church is its 
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moral influence in your community. Have 
you ever stopped to consider what it 
would mean in the community, or town, 
or city in which you live if there were no 
churches? Imperfect though she has been, 
the Church of Christ has ever stood as a 
bulwark against open vice and sin. Or- 
ganized evil would like nothing better 
than to get rid of the church, so that there 
would be no voice raised against its prac- 
tices. It is not an exaggeration to say 
that your community would not be a safe 
one in which to live, if the church were 
removed. 

The Lord Jesus thought it well in his 
day to attend the synagogue regularly. 
We read that he went, “as his custom 
was.” Certainly no modern church has in 
it more hypocrites or comes farther short 
of God’s standards, and yet the Lord 


Jesus did not permit this to hinder his at- 


tendance. Have we any right, then, to 
stand aloof because we see imperfections 
in the church today? Let us pray for it, 
and lend it our support, and do all in our 
power to help it to be what God would 
have it be.

A True Tiger Story 
By J. Harold Casto 


r SOME parts of China there are plenty 
of tigers, and sometimes they come right 
up to the edge of the villages and carry 
away the people’s pigs or even little chil- 
dren. It is very dangerous to meet one 
of these tigers, especially if it is a mother 
tiger with little baby cubs. Most of you 
have seen tigers, but they were most 
likely behind iron bars and could not hurt 
you. This is a story about a tiger in China 
that was not behind iron bars! 

The hills around Chinese cities are very 
different in various parts of China. Some- 
times they are covered with graves. There 
are large graves and tiny ones; brand new 
graves and old, old ones. Sometimes the 
graves are so old that they have almost 
disappeared. Then there are rich graves 
and poor graves. But all alike died with- 
out hope because they knew not the Lord 
Jesus Christ as Saviour. 

Then in other parts of China the hills 
are covered with beautiful pine forests, 
or in other parts by great rocks and cliffs. 
On these hills, between the graves or here 
and there among the rocks the long grass 
or scrubby bushes grow. Among the pine 
trees there is a carpet of pine needles. 
The women and children go out and cut 
the grass with sharp sickles, or rake up 
the pine needles with crude bamboo rakes, 
then they pack them into baskets and 
carry them down to their homes to use 
for fuel. It sometimes looks very queer 
to see these people coming down from 
among the pines or the graves carrying 
their great loads of grass or leaves, and 
sometimes one can hardly see the person 
under the great heap of fuel. 

One day, many years ago, in a certain 
Chinese city, a mother tied her baby on 
her back, and, taking a sharp sickle in 
one hand and leading her larger child by 
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her other hand, she went out on the hill 
in search of fuel. After a great deal 
of climbing she reached the top where the 
grass was more plentiful, and where she 
hoped soon to find all the grass she could 
carry. But she had no sooner reached the 
top when she heard a growl, and then a 
mother tiger sprang at her. Behind the 
tiger followed two little cubs. I wonder 
which mother was the most frightened, 
for each must have felt sure that the other 
meant to injure her babies. As the tiger 
sprang, the Chinese mother tried to slash 
it with the sharp sickle she carried. 

Now this Chinese mother was poor and 
ignorant. She had never been to school 
and could not read. She had never seen 
a Bible nor had she ever been to church 
or Sunday school in her life. But one 
day she had heard some women on the 
street talking about some one they called 
Jesus, who was able to help them in time 
of trouble. As the fierce tiger sprang at 
her, tearing with its sharp claws and teeth, 
she remembered the few words she had 
heard about Jesus being able to help in 
time of trouble, and as she bravely cut 
at the tiger with her little sickle she kept 
crying out, “O Jesus, help me!” 

This poor, old, ignorant woman did not 
know how to pray very well, but she cried 
to the Lord Jesus to help her and he did, 
for in God’s Word there is the promise, 
“Call upon me in the day of trouble: I 
will deliver thee, and thou shalt glorify 
me” (Psa. 50: 15). 

Often we make promises, and then for 
one reason or another break them. Pos- 
sibly we find we cannot do the thing we 
promised, or perhaps we only forget. But 
the Lord Jesus Christ never makes a prom- 
ise that he cannot fulfill, nor does he ever 
forget. In Romans 4:21 it is said of 
Abraham that he was “fully persuaded that, 
what he [God] had promised, he was able 
also to perform,” and though our poor 
old Chinese woman did not know -this at 
the time, she soon found that the Lord 
Jesus was both faithful to his promise and 
also able to perform it. 

She kept on cutting at the tiger andecry- 
ing, “O Jesus, help me!” and in a few 
minutes her little prayer was answered. 
The fierce tiger that had almost killed her 
suddenly turned and ran away. The 
woman managed to crawl with her two 
children back to the village, and from there 
her friends carried her to a mission hos- 
pital. Loving hands carefully treated her 
wounds, and soon she was well again. 

Best of all, they had told her more about 
the Lord Jesus who had heard her prayer 
and saved her from death. She learned that 
this same Jesus could also save her from 
eternal death and give her eternal life. 
Don’t you think this poor Chinese woman 
must have been very happy to be well again 
and to have found such a wonderful Sav- 
iour, who could help her and heal her? 
How happy she must have been to go back 
and tell her children about the Lord Jesus! 
And how happy must have been those pa- 
tient nurses who had carefully tended her, 
when they saw her leave with a happy 
heart! And how happy must have been 
the angels in Heaven when another soul 
was saved, for God’s Word says, “Joy 
shall be in heaven over one sinner that 
repenteth” (Luke 15:7).

The New Winona 


gy more than forty years Winona 
Lake, one of America’s beauty spots, 
situated in northern Indiana, has been dedi- 
cated to the cause of religion, education, 
and wholesome recreation. The name of 
Winona Lake has become known far and 
wide, and is a household word in many 
thousands of homes. 

For these four decades the purpose for 
which Winona Lake was dedicated has 
been the jealous object of pursuit by those 
who were called to direct the institution. 
Among these men were Sol C. Dickey, 
Chaplain W. S. Scott, Dr. Henry Webb 
Johnston, William Jennings Bryan, Dr. J. 
C. Breckenridge, and the present Executive 
Manager, James Heaton. For a quarter 
of a century, or more, the President of the 
Board of Directors has been William P. 
Carmichael. 

There has never been a time in Winona’s 
history when considerable emphasis was 
not given to the study of the Bible. The 
Bible Conference, which has attracted peo- 
ple from great distances, has been an an- 
nual feature. It has been under the direc- 
tion of J. Wilbur Chapman, Sol C. Dickey, 
and, since 1922, of William Edward Bieder- 
wolf. The present School of Theology, 
which is recognized as an outstanding 
American Summer Seminary, strong in the 
defense of evangelical orthodoxy, with Dr. 
Biederwolf as its President, and the writer 
as its Dean, was begun in 1922, 

Due to the changes that have come about 
as a result of the automobile, requiring paved 
streets, and the necessity of an extensive 
sewerage system, required by the State, 
Winona Lake has struggled under a bur- 
den of debt for more than a decade. Ex- 
penses for upkeep of grounds and the con- 
duct of the different departments of 
Winona’s work could be met without dif- 
ficulty, but the heavy bonded indebtedness 
exceeding $70,000 was more than could be 
borne. The Board of Directors tried every 
plan by which they hoped to free Winona 
Lake of indebtedness, but failed to do so. 

A little more than a year ago, under 
the leadership of Dr. Biederwolf, a plan 
was devised, and through his splendid ef- 
forts the purpose of raising enough money 
for the complete payment of Winona 
Lake’s indebtedness and the refinancing of 
the Institution has been practically accom- 
plished, and a new Winona is in the mak- 
ing. 

A new charter has been secured from 
the State of Indiana, which perpetuates 
the original objective for which Winona 
Lake was organized. An entirely new 
Board of Directors has already been 
formed, with Dr. Biederwolf as its Presi- 
- dent, Dr. W. H. Houghton as First Vice- 
President, Dr. J. A. Huffman as Secretary, 
and R. G. Le Tourneau as Chairman of 
the Executive’ Committee. The name by 
which the Institution will be known in the 
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future is Winona Lake Christian Assem- 
bly, Inc. 

It is the determination of those who 
have labored for the perpetuation and re- 
organization of Winona Lake Christian 
Assembly, Inc., that the Institution shall 
be committed, for all time, to a vigorous 
and aggressive defense of the great fun- 
damentals of the Christian Faith. 

Accordingly, a doctrinal statement has been 
formulated, which is never to be amended 
or altered and which is to be signed an- 
nually by each member of the Board of 
Directors. The doctrinal statement is 
wholly sound and fundamental and has 
been incorporated into the charter of 
Winona Lake Christian Assembly. 





[| With the New Books 


Deepening the Spiritual Life. By Gaines 
S. Dobbins. (Baptist Sunday School Board, 
Nashville, Tenn., cloth, 60 cents; paper, 
40 cents.) “I Love Life!” sings the hilari- 
ous youth of the world. And _ perhaps 
in a few brief months or years that love 
has changed to hate. Why? Because he 
has had no answer to the inevitable ques- 
tions: “Why is life the great mystery? 
Why the inexpressible longing of the hu- 
man heart, and how may it be satisfied?” 
Dr. Dobbins not only explains and an- 
swers these burning queries, but leads the 
questioner to understand the absolute neces- 
sity of life in Christ. He goes on to ex- 
plain the nature of religious experience, 
helpful and otherwise, and the wonderful 
privilege of “dwelling deep.’ Further 
studies are developed from the subjects, 
Worship, Devotion, and Service, each one 
lifting the consecrated reader yet a little 
higher, until he is brought to the fullness 
of stature in Christ. Like all the fine 
B. Y. P. U. books, this contains chapter 
outlines, summaries, and lists of study 
topics. The personal searchlight questions, 
of which the book is full, will enlighten 
any superficial or stunted Christian who is 
honestly seeking a “closer walk.” 


Aflame for God. By Eva Stuart Watt. 
(Marshall, Morgan and Scott, London, 
Eng.; Zondervan Publishing House, Grand 
Rapids, Mich., 40 cents.) This is the story 
of Johanna Veenstra, pioneer missionary 
in the Sudan, born in the Dutch quarter 
of Paterson, N. J.$ at thirteen, publicly 
expelled from Sunday school; living as a 
girl a worldly life, converted, a volunteer 
worker in Peter Stam’s (Sr.) Star of Hope 
Mission (Paterson); trained in the Union 
Missionary Institute, Brooklyn; and in 1919 
at work in the remoter regions of the 
interior Sudan. 

In the early days on the field she was 
filled with the -Spirit and power so that 
she was able to say, “Never an hour passes 
but I am conscious of the immediate pres- 
ence of God.” This presence was. needed. 
She was sent to pioneer among cannibals. 
“You white people have no idea how 
wicked these villages are,” said a black 
man to her. Occurrences such as the fol- 
lowing were the order of the day. Two 
women were charged with having, by 
witchcraft, brought a severe sickness on 
the countryside. They were surrounded 
by a circle of men with spears, redhot 
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from the fire. While a crowd looked on, 
their naked bodies were branded by the 
circling spears till they fell exhausted to 
the ground. Then they were speared to 
death and their bodies burned. 

Miss Veenstra’s audiences were made up 
of murderers, adulterers, idol-worshipers, 
and sorcerers,—liars every one of them, 
stained and gripped and chained by sin in 
every form. “I won’t dwell on the dark- 
ness,” she wrote. “I couldn’t if I tried. 
But sometimes, I say it solemnly, some- 
times I have felt as if I was being drawn 
through the very gateway of hell itself, so 
depressing and crushing is the darkness all 
around,” 

And again: “The air was charged with 
spirit worship. I admit that in all my years 
in Africa I never trembled so much with 
fear. All today the people drank and 
danced, singing scornful songs about me 
and the Christians. Masked ‘spirits’ pa- 
raded the village in hideous outfits.” 

Miss Watt’s book is the account of a 
rose growing on this dunghill, The Spirit 
of God has raised up Christians, Chris- 
tians have formed churches, heathen have 
become believers, believers have been led 
into the life of holiness. On the Kwambai 
Mountain God told Miss Veenstra, “as 
clearly as when he spoke to Abraham,” 
that one day the village of Kwambai, one 
of the most degraded of these nests of sin, 
would be given to Christ. By 1930 it 
had become a center of Christian life. 
“Look where you will, there is no trace 
of idolatry to be found.” 

Trekking with the Gospel was arduous 
because of the absence of roads. Paths 
were broken by fallen trees, long grass 
hid the way so that guides were needed, 
from village to village. The dripping mass 
of vegetation would soak the clothing of 
this missionary, and there were swollen 
streams. She was at times accompanied 
by a traveling choir of young Christians 
who led the singing in the evenings, 
rhythmic singing about the Fall, the Flood, 
the obedience of Abraham. This proved 
a very fruitful way of imparting truth. 
After the visitors had: passed one might 
hear a man at his thatching or a woman 
spinning as they sang: 

Satan is an old deceiver 
We will follow Jesus. 
One of the favorite songs of the new- 
born, set to a native tune, was: 
God made a road: 
The road is Jesus, 
If you’re walking on any other road 
It shows you're blind. 
We'll walk this road, 
The road is Jesus. 
He has opened our eyes. 
Praise God, we see. 

This book takes a high place in the 
archives of the Kingdom. It shows, as 
so often, that missionary experience is one 
of the best proofs of the truth of Christ. 
It is also a searching book, with much to 
teach neglectful and self-filled Christians 
of the Spirit-filled life. 


Pastor and People. By O. C. S. Wallace. 
(Broadman Press, Nashville, Tenn., $1.25.) 
What could be more valuable for the 
young preacher than the fatherly advice 
of a- devoted minister of the Gospel, who 
writes at the age of eighty and who 
preached in important pulpits in this coun- 
try and Canada for sixty-two years? He 
gives twenty-five short chapters. of advice 
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on every phase of the pastor’s conduct with 
his people. He emphasizes the seriousness 
of the task of the one who is called to 
preach.» We see how this pastor dealt in 
a gracious spirit with all classes of people 
from the sexton of his church to his offi- 
cial board. We can see shining through 
the pages the kindliness of a pastor who has 
lived in the presence of his Lord. Un- 
doubtedly he walked in the Spirit. We 
cannot help wishing he had told us more 
of the importance of such a walk. 


World Travel with the Living God. By 
George Hart. (Marshall, Morgan and 
Scott, London, Eng.; Zondervan Publish- 
ing House, Grand Rapids, Mich., cloth, 
$1; paper, 40 cents.) Globe-trotting is 
nothing unusual,—it all depends on what 
one trots for. Mr. Hart says. he does 
it for the purpose of changing the des- 
tinies of men. . Furthermore, he has no 
bank account. How does he manage? He 
tells the secret, “Get into God’s favor and 
stay there.” 

This particular pilgrim began his 
Heavenward journey only after God had 
called so insistently that he no longer dared 
disobey. Then came orders which included 
an ocean trip and certain camp meetings 
in the States and Canada. Here, the Pil- 
lar of Cloud began its moving toward 
India, — and the last money for the steam- 
ship ticket came to hand on the very day 
of sailing! This journey resulted in the 
founding of the India Northwest Mission. 
Palestine followed next, then Europe, with 
the arch-enemy dogging every step. But 
the divine Conqueror led forward again to 
India, Madagascar, and Capetown; Japan, 
Korea, and Russia. And always the trav- 
eler remembered his only work was that 
of a surgeon of souls. Mr. Hart’s story 
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is unique, full of winsomeness and humor 
and burning with Pentecostal fervor. His 
purpose in its telling is to give every 
reader “new nourishment of faith.” 


The Growing. Christian. By Joseph T. 
Watts. (Baptist Sunday School Board, 
Nashvilte, Tenn., cloth, 60 cents; paper, 
40 cents.) A cartoon once pictured a 
bearded Christian lying in a baby carriage 
with a pacifier and nursing bottle. And is 
it not true that there is in the church a 
sizable army of spiritual dwarfs? If so, 
there is need for something insistent and 
awakening in regard to the necessity for 
growth in grace. Dr. Watts believes this 
and begins his study with a description of 
the background of religious nurture, the 
initial experiences of repentance and faith, 
the new birth, and finally, the sacred mean- 
ing of church fellowship. Chapter 2 pre- 
sents the need for full surrender,:and pic- 
tures the transformation which follows and 
the practical means for maintaining the 
same. The third chapter takes up growth 
in stewardship, not only of possessions, but 
of self, time, and the Gospel. The remain- 
ing chapters deal with spiritual service, 
missionary vision, loyalty and Christian 
citizenship, most helpful aids being listed 
for the development of each grace. Ques- 
tions for study and examination are in- 
cluded, and the many fine quotations from 
leaders of all ages and denominations add 
still more to the charm and profit of this 
study text.

100,000 “Pig Banks” 


a 5 was the eighty-third 
birthday anniversary of Mary Reed, 
who has devoted nearly fifty years to serv- 
ice among the lepers in India. Fifty-three 
years ago she left McConnellsville, Ohio, 
to go to India as a missionary. Six years 
later, while she was home on furlough, it 
was discovered that she had contracted 
leprosy. She immediately returned to In- 
dia and engaged in work among the lepers. 
After two years the disease strangely dis- 
appeared, a most unusual occurrence. 

On this birthday anniversary the Ohio 
Leper Council sent her a cablegram, and 
the churches in her home town and else- 
where marked the day in various ways in 
her honor. 

Another interesting anniversary that at- 
tracted widespread attention was the cele- 
bration in New York, October 21 and 22, 
at the Annual Meeting of the American 
Mission to Lepers, of the giving out of 
the 100,000th “Pig Bank.” Through ,these 
little banks the huge sum of more than 
one million dollars has poured into the 
Mission. 

More than twenty years ago a little boy 
in Kansas, Wilbur Chapman, desiring to 
help the lepers, bought a little pig and 
named him “Pete.” He cared for it and 
fattened it, and finally sold it, contributing 
the sum of its sale to the support of a 
leper. The story was first told in the Mon- 
day Noon Prayer Meeting at THE SuNDAY 
ScHoot TIMES, in 1914, by W. M. Danner, 
Secretary to the Mission to Lepers. . Miss 
J. Myrtle Scull (now Mrs. John G. Mof- 
fat) and Miss Susan M. Mapes, two of the 
staff, were touched by the story and stir- 
red to action. They sought and found a 
small china bank in the shape of a pig, 
which they and other members of the 
Times staff proceeded to fatten with “coin 
in the back” instead of “corn in the ear.” 
They named it “Pete No. 2,” and this chap- 
ter was added to the original story of “Wil- 
bur and Pete.” The idea caught the fancy 
of thousands, with the result that more 
than one hundred thousand little “pigs” 
have since been fattened!
